This marks the first time in 
almost 20 years that the Dem- 
ocrats have had any sort of 
majority on an important :

Roosevelt tide that swept Dem- | 
ocrats into county offices in 
the early 1930s had ebbed and 


the Republicans had regained 


control by 1940. 


Describing the way Demo- 
crats have been treated as the 
minority party in the county, 
Dunne said: 


“When I was elected coun- 
cilman (in 1950), one of the 
Republicans told me, ‘Come 
out to Clayton just once a 
month and get your money, but 
you're not Boing to have any- 
thing to say. 


Under the new county char- 
ter which became effective in 
1951, the first County Council 
consisted of five Republicans 
and two Democrats. The pres- 
ent lineup is four Republicans 
and three Democrats. 

Democrats Ignored. 

“Tt has been a closed cor- 
poration,” Dunne continued. 
“It was made clear from the 


start that there would be no 


patronage for the minority. No 
Democrats would get any jobs 
controlled by the Republican 


administration, including the 


supervisor and the council. 
“In the ensuing years, the 


Democrats have been steam 


rollered many times on many 


§| issues. Democratic councilmen 
_ were rarely consulted even 


‘when Supervisor Matthews 
made nominations to biparti- 
'san boards and commissions. 

“Now that the Democrats 
are making big inroads in the 
| county, the Republicans are 
just aching for a chance to 
complain.”

The final company offer Fri- 
day was eight cents an hour, 
the additional holiday and a 
one-year contract, Monsanto 
said the same offer was made 
to workers at the Queeny 
plant, in St. Louis, and the 
union had agreed to take up 
the offer with members at the 
next regular union meeting 
May 12. 

In regard to the Krummrich 
plant, Monsanto issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Two major joints of differ- 
ence were indicated as nego- 
tiations ceased. One concerned 
the plant’s need to adjust job 
assignments in some depart- 
ments as equipment changes 
or operating techniques re- 
quired. Such adjustment is in 
conformity with accepted prac- 
tice in many of the area's in- 
dustrial operations.

Areas for Revision. 


It appears certain that there is a 
climate of: Congressional and _ public 
acceptance of the need for Federal legis- 
lation to inhibit such things as: 

Thievery and graft by union officers. 

Victimization of workers by labor 
bosses and employers’ representatives, 

working together or singly. 

Corruption of union agents by em- 
ployers’ agents. 

Union agents feathering their nests 
through undercover financial deals with | 
employers they are supposed to keep 
at arm’s length. 


There appears also to be some inclina- 
tion to build fences around the rights of 
rank-and-file members to have a con- 


trolling voice in the affairs of their 
organizations. 
It likewise seems certain that the 


Senate Labor Committee will report out 
at completion of its hearings, probably in 
mid-June, a bill embodying corrective 
legislation having something in it for 
every one and, therefore, wholly satis- 
factory to no one. 


What will happen to the bill after it 
is turned back to the Senate cannot, at 
this point, be forecast accurately. But 
there are many factors which weigh 
against Senate action this year and there 
is a strong likelihood that, even if the 
Senate should pass a bill, it will languish 
in the House until after January, 1959. 


With about one-third of the Senate 
seats and all of the House seats at stake 
in the November elections, Congress will | 
be driving toward an August adjourn- | 
ment so that members may be free to 
campaign thereafter. 


Political Considerations. 


It is likely that the Senate will receive 
the labor bill at a time when it is grap- 
pling with legislation involving such high- 
ly controversial issues as a tax cut, anti- 
recession programs, Department of De- 
fense reorganization, defense appropria- 
tions and reciprocal trade policy. 


Moreover, the whole question of labor 
legislation is shot through with political 
considerations.

Stassen was elected Governor of his 
native Minnesota in 1938 when he was 


31 years old, the youngest governor in 
the United States. He was re-elected 
‘twice before he entered the Navy. After 
the war, he moved onto the national scene 
as a candidate for President. 


If he were to win the primary and the 


election in November, he would be the 
second man in American history to be 
Governor of two states. Sam Houston 
was Governor of Tennessee and then, to- 
ward the close of his extraordinary 
career, he was elected Governor of Texas 

In many counties, Stassen now has his 
own chairmen who have broken away 


from the tightly knit party organization. 
If this “do-it-vourself-kit” is sufficient to 
get out the Stassen voters, then Childe 
Harold, as the regulars derisively call 
him, has at least an even chance. 

The two regular Republicans in the 
primary race are both respectable can- 
didates.

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Doubts on Atom Sharing 


A combination of congressional skepticism — 


and A tion evasiveness has raised 
serious doubts about the proposal to amend 
the Atomic Energy Act to permit wider shar- 
ing of nuclear information. 

The Post-Dispatch supports the general 
principle of the widest possible sharing of sci- 
entific information consistent with security 
requirements. Scientists of the various NATO 
countries cannot be expected to do their best 
work when shut up in compartments. The 
freest possible exchange of scientific data 
ought to be the goal of the free world. 


But hearings on the Administration bill for 
sharing of nuclear information have brought 
out that its apparent aim is not so much the 
liberation of basic research as it is the diffu- 
sion of nuclear weapons technology. There is 
a difference. One can favor the first, as we 
do, and yet experience a profound uneasiness 
at the thought of equipping nations which do 
not now have nuclear weapons capability with 
the technical information that would enable 
them to develop it. 

* . . 

Using American or British nuclear weapons 
to strengthen the military deterrent power of 
the Atlantic alliance is one thing. Enabling 
individual members of the alliance to acquire 
their own nuclear weapons is another—espe- 
cially when some of those members have dem- 
onstrated a political instability which may 
increase the danger that such weapons would 
be used for their own national purposes and 
not for the limited, defensive purposes of 
NATO. 

Senator Clinton Anderson of New Mexico 
and others have phrased the problem in a 


striking way by charging that the Admin- 


istration proposal amounts to distributing 
“atomic bomb do-it-yourself kits.” 


AEC Chairman Strauss’s seeming lack of 
candor complicates the matter. ‘In pressing 
the Administration legislation, he argues “‘it 
is not the intent” to promote the entry of 
new nations into the ranks of nuclear powers. 
Yet last December he was arguing that if we 
transferred to another nation the non-nuclear 
parts of atomic weapons, and then the nuclear 
material from which the warhead is made, 
and then secret information on how to put the 
two together, that other nation could design 
and construct nuclear weapons of its own 
“without too great difficulty.” 

Since the Administration bill is designed to 
permit exactly such a sharing of weapons, 
nuclear material and information, it appears 
very hard to deny that the effect, if not the 
intent, will be the entry of new nations into 
the ranks of nuclear powers. 

. > * 


Some Administration proponents of the leg- 
islation, in fact, argue that it is unfair to 
maintain a three-nation nuclear “club.” May- 
be so, but much more important, the chances 
of bringling nuclear weapons under the inter- 
national control will diminish sharply with 
every new nation that obtains them. 


Representative Holifield and other mem- 
bers of the Joint Atomic Energy Committee 
who refuse to be satisfied with the Admin- 
istration’s hazy arguments for the bill have 
gone far toward making their case for re- 
stricting the sharing of weapons technology 
to those nations already possessing operation- 
al weapons capability—in other words, to 
Britain. 

Such a restriction might be concluded to 
be unwise if it could be shown that NATO’s 
actual military capacity would be dangerously 
curtailed thereby. But no such showing has 
yet been made, and it is hard to believe that 
for the common security every member of 
NATO must possess all the weapons technolo- 
gy of every other member. 


One Way to Provide More Teachers 


Among the worthiest of appeals to the pub- 
lic for financial assistance is that of the 
United Negro College Fund. It is the only 
organization of its type in the entire country 
and the institutions which it does so much 
to sustain number 33 from North Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida on the Atlantic coast 
across the country to Texas. This year there 
is a special reason to back the United Negro 


College Fund: support for it means support 


for the training of teachers to put in teacher- 
less classrooms. Since more than 50 per 
cent of the graduates of UNCF colleges be- 
come teachers, here is a way to reduce ma- 
terially the shortage of 135,000 teachers. 


‘Frightening’ Is Not the Word 


While it is unfortunate that Russia vetoed 
the Eisenhower Arctic inspection plan in the 
United Nations, Secretary of State Dulles 
overstates his case by calling the result 
“frightening.” : 

In exercising its eighty-third veto in the 
Security Council, Russia dashed hope for 
what Secretary General Hammarskjold called 
“some dent in the disarmament problem.” 
The Soviet Union has lost face, for once, in 
the eyes of uncommitted nations. 

But Mr. Dulles surely is not frightened by 
a veto which his State Department antici- 
pated. Why was the veto predictable? Be- 
cause Russia has consistently refused to dis- 
cuss disarmament in the U.N. where the So- 
viets are outvoted. Because Russia has held 
that the place for such discussion is in a sum- 
mit meeting, and has refused to permit the 
U.N. to establish any agenda for such a meet- 
ing. And because Russia had already rejected 
Arctic aerial inspection. 

Actually the Arctic inspection plan has 
never been spelled out precisely. That is why 
The Manchester Guardian in England says 
it cannot determine if the plan is “a piece 
of Dullesmanship or a genuine attempt to 
allay fear.” 

It would cost a fortune, the Guardian noted, 
to build chains of radar and ground inspec- 
tion posts through the Arctic, which is what 
Ambassador Lodge implied might be re- 
quired. By the time the chains were built, 
they could be obsolete. Missile submarines 
may be a greater threat than warplanes in 
the future. If so, the Guardian adds: “The 
same men will be waiting to take the same 
suicidal decisions in Omaha and Chelyabinsk 
as at present. Shall we have any more reason 
to sleep quietly at night?” 

It is difficult to see how a U.N. discussion, 
with propaganda overtones, could further 
agreement on so complex a matter. And it is 
difficult to see how a comprehensive inspec- 
tion system offers a realistic basis for the 


first step toward ending the arms race. There — 


are other steps which more logically could 
come first. East and West, for example, seem 
closer to agreement on a moratorium on nu- 
clear tests than on any other proposal. 
Hence Russia's veto, so discouraging to 


; 
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hopes for some way to bridge the rocky road 
to the summit, leaves the peace problem 
much as it was before. The world still awaits 
direct negotiation, and still searches for a 
modest beginning on disarmament. 


The Smathers Rail Program 


The railroad relief program recommended 
by the Senate Commerce subcommittee cov- 
ers a broader range of useful measures than 
did that offered earlier by Secretary Weeks. 

It proposes removal of the wartime excises, 
liberalized depreciation allowance, and per- 
mission to accumulate construction reserves 
which would be tax-free till spent. ; 

Like the Weeks report, it favors federal 
guarantees of commercial loans to railroads; 
but it goes farther by embracing loans for 
operating expenses and bond interest as well 
as for capital investments in plants and equip- 
ment. This would enable a given railroad to 


apply the remedy wherever it was hurting 


most, which is one purpose for legislation. 

Also in common with the Weeks proposals, 
the Senate subcommittee headed by Senator 
Smathers of Florida would close the loopholes 
which have enabled many truckers to escape 
regulation through the fiction that they are 
private rather than common carriers, and 
would authorize the ICC to discontinue un- 
profitable trains. 

The most dubious aspect of the Smathers 
subcommittee program is the provision re- 
garding rate-making. No one argues that any 
mode of transport should be protected from 
competition, though the railroads sometimes 
complain that their competitors are so pro- 
tected. But all modes of transportation must 
be protected in the public interest against 
economically unwarrantable cut-throat com- 
petition aimed at monopolizing the market. 
The Smathers subcommittee has embraced 
the highly questionable doctrine that the ICC 
should disregard other forms of transporta- 
tion in making rates for the railroads. 

The consequences could be that railroads 
could undercut the rates of other modes of 
transport on a selective basis, kill off competi- 
tion, and then raise their rates to higher 
levels than before. 

Secretary Weeks, in the recommendations 
approved by President Eisenhower, was not 
always clear exactly what he meant, but 
seemed to be suggesting application of the 
Robinson-Patman Act to railroad rate-making. 
It outlaws selective price-cutting which has 
the effect of killing off competition. 

With both these sets of proposals now be- 
fore it, Congress should enact a remedy as 
soon as possible. An industry whose busi- 
ness is vanishing at such a pace that it is re- 
ducing employment at the rate of 4000 a 
week, and has been doing so for two and a 
half years, cannot Wait indefinitely for relief. 


‘Anything Can Happen’ 


Almost any expert on “inside” baseball, 
whether he be in the dugout, the press box 
or at a microphone, will say that baseball is 
a game that can be played by “the book,” that 
the percentages pay off. But maybe this is 
the year in which another eternal verity goes 
the way of pre-Einstein math and physics. 

The percentages—Musial’s, Ennis’s, Dark’s 
and Green’s all above 300—hardly paid off 
for the Cardinals as the Cincinnati Redlegs 
came to town for a weekend of chop-licking. 
But it’s not only the Cardinals who are be- 
dazzled. To the consternation of Milwaukee, 
the Chicago Cubs—who have not been close 
to anybody but the basement janitor for years 
—were in first place, and cocky about it, too, 
as Lee Walls blasted homers as “the book” 
says he really shouldn’t. And San Francisco, 
Cincinnati and Pittsburgh were ahead of the 
Braves. 

The Yankees were first as they figure their 
patents and copyrights entitle them to be. But 
Kansas City and Washington were right be- 
hind them. The earthquake which shook up 
the American League standings could have 
been only a bit less severe than that which 
mixed up the Nationals. They do say that 
Time fixes everything. So it may straighten 
out the baseballers. But however brief it may 
turn out to be, the moment belonged to the 
heretics who preach that in baseball “any- 
thing can happen.” 


Hoover, Wilson and the Summit 


Herbert Hoover's book on “The Ordeal of 
Wodrow Wilson” is being used as an argu- 
ment against a summit conference. Mr. 
Hoover develops the thesis, based on Wilson's 
disenchanting experience at Paris in 1919, 
that an American President, owing to the na- 
ture of his office, should eschew face-to-face 
bargaining at the diplomatic conference table, 
leaving that to subordinates. 

A better perspective on the question of 
summit conferences can be obtained by ask- 
ing oneself whether or not an American Presi- 
dent should use his political influence and 
his power as a national leader for interna- 
tional causes. If the answer is “Yes,” as sure- 
ly it is, then by what means may the power 
of the presidency, in any given set of cir- 
cumstances, best be brought to bear? 

It is not hard to imagine circumstances in 
which a President could be most effective by 
forswearing direct participation in a certain 
diplomatic meeting, reserving his influence 
for maximum leverage to be exerted after 
the negotiation has gone as far as possible at 
a lower level. But equally there will be other 
circumstances in which his power can be most 
effectively applied in person—instances where 
the stakes are so great, the issues so entangled 
in basic policy decisions, that to bar him from 
direct participation would mean barring the 
nation from effective leadership. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt's personal confer- 
ences with allied leaders during the war pro- 
vide the classic example. Without those con- 
ferences, American leadership both in war 
and in fashioning the blueprints for peace 
would have been drastically diminished. Wil- 
son’s own personal diplomacy failed, not be-

St. Louis Physician Built Village Hospital and Human Warmth in Laos

There is a general belief that for- 
eign aid is the job of the Govern- 
ment alone. But in actual fact no 
Government can ever replace the 
individual, his self-reliance, his ini- 
tiative, his self-responsibility. 

No dollars-to-person program can 
ever replace a person-to-person pro- 
gram. No dollars-to-person program 
can ever inject the warmth, compas- 
sion, and spontaneity that character-

way of life.

The Mirror years I have run 
of a small village 


hospital on stilts. 
Our hospital is on 
the China border 
in the northern- 
most village of 
the Kingdom of Laos. The men who 
work with me are superb men. Three 
of them were former Navy corpsmen 
who worked with me in Vietnam dur- 
ing the anguish of the refugee evac- 
uation of 1954 and 1955. Two other 
men were students at the University 
of Notre Dame. These men know 
how to deal with the primitive peo- 
ple of our village, not as they ought 
to be, but as they are. 

We learned that it was our indi- 
vidual responsibility to aid those in 
the avorid who “ain't got it so good.” 
We formed a medical mission to ac- 
complish what we could. Perhaps 
it was paltry in terms of dollars. But 
it is better to light one candle than 
to curse the darkness. 


In 1956, at the invitation of the 
Royal Kingdom of Laos, we went to 
the northernmost tip of that nation, 
an area where white men had rarely 
been seen. We built a hut of a hos- 
pital. We had no electricity, no run- 
ning water, no electronic physio- 
therapy paraphernalia. But we did 
have the most important qualifica- 
tion for a hospital—compassion. 


We built, stocked, supplied and 
ran our hospital. We built nothing 
that would be beyond the capacity of 
the villagers to maintain. We aimed

St. Louis After Midnight 


Bill Russell could have stayed 
home. His ankle was still badly 
swollen, the result of torn ligaments 
and a chip fracture suffered in the 
third game of the World Series of 
Basketball between the Boston Cel- 
tics and the St. Louis Hawks.

We aimed at work- 
ing ourselves out of our jobs. 


After sixteen months we felt that 
the local people could maintain our 
hospital. The Government of Laos 
gave it a charter, and put all of the 
men and women we trained on the 
Government payroll. This hospital 
is now financed and administered, 
staffed and supplied by the Laotian 
Government. We turned everything 
over to them, and left. 

Upon our departure the Prime 
Minister thanked us profusely. Our 
program pleased him immensely. He 
then asked us to return soon and 
build another hospital on the Burma- 
China-Laos border. 

In that simple experience, plus 
our experience in Vietnam, we have 
seen the value of medicine, and the 
power of kindness. And we have 
seen the awesome need! 


Our experience has shown, too, 
that it is wrong to stand on a pedes- 
tal and attempt to reach down and 
mold the Asian to a mirror image 
of the American. We have seen that 
it is much better (though sometimes 
more messy) to get off that pedestal, 
stand knee-deep in the stench of 
some parts of Asia, and attempt to 
urge and lift the Asian up a bit— 
gently, slowly, steadily, but surely. 

The pitfalls of foreign aid are 
many—in the hands of Government 
or in the hands of the individual. 
One of the most malicious dangers 
is the attitude, “Why help them? 
They don’t want to progress, they 
are content the way they are.” The 
effects of this haughty, supercilious 
attitude can be devastating. 


As even the poorest peasant has 
his pride, we established the rule 
that every patient treated in our 
hospital had to pay for our services 
according to his means. We had a 
large basket just inside the clinic 
entrance. Every day it was covered 
with eggs, fruit, vegetables, scrawny 
chickens, and sometimes a couple of 
bottles of the local moonshine (which 
burned beautifully in our lamps). 


I believe that it behooves those of 
us who attempt to aid in a foreign 
land to be content with small 
achievements. Our hospital was

Two-thirds of the human race, to 
whom adequate medical care is in- 
accessible, are sick and hungry. 

Here it becomes obvious that med- 
icine has a most powerful effect on 
the recipient. 


And there is still another facet to 
medicine in foreign aid, Along with 
surgical skill and pill distribution, 
doctors and nurses can dispense that 
unmeasurable quality, kindness. 

Upon my return to America last 
October, I went to the International 
Rescue Committee. Because we be- 
lieve private as well as Government 
aid is important, and because we be- 
lieve that private 
rather than Gov- 
ernment aid can 
more easily sup- 
ply certain in- 
tangibles, we have 
inaugurated Mea- 
ical International 
Co-oper ation.

Reading and Writing

IN THE PRESENT perspective of 
history Giuseppe Verdi looms as the 
greatest of all the Italian operatic com- 
posers. Such an eminence makes it in- 
evitable that Verdi's life and works will 
be continuously re-examined in the light 
of changing attitudes toward music and 
the place of music in society. 

Vincent Sheean’s biography, “Orpheus 
at Eighty” makes no attempt to correct 
the popular or the critical estimate of 
Verdi's music, but it reflects in some 
degree the upgrading process that has 
been going on for the last half-century. 
While the general public has been 
becoming more familiar with “Fal- 
staff’ and “Otello” the connoisseurs 
have discovered a refinement of feeling 
in “Rigoletto,” “Traviata” and even 
“Trovatore” that discredits the term 
“barrel organ” opera. 

Mr. Sheean, however, places his em- 
phasis on the man rather than the 
musician even though the two are indi- 
visible. Verdi lived through the con- 
vulsive period of the “Risorgimento” in 
which a miscellany of duchies, king- 
doms and Papal states was assembled 
finally into a united Italian nation. He 
was deeply affected by the patriotic 
aspirations of his people and Mr. Sheean 
is undoubtedly correct in assuming that 
his temperamental response to the po- 
litical situation overflowed into, his 
music. 

The Italian people, in any case, inter- 
preted his rousing choruses as scarcely 
concealed hymns to liberty; as did many 
of the court censors. Taking this 
aroused popular feeling in connection 
with Verdi's known admiration for Man- 
zoni, Mazzini, Cavour and Garibaldi it 
is easy to overstress the importance of 
Verdi as a political force and Mr. 
Sheean succumbs to the temptation,

Nevertheless Verdi's relationship to 
the chief architects of Italian unity is a 
fascinating aspect of his career; and his 
own greatness of mind is never more 
clearly shown than in the unreserved 
homage he pays to others. 


ASIDE FROM its illumination of 
Verdi's character, Mr. Sheean’s treat- 
ment of the composer’s eminent con- 
temporaries is remarkably comprehen- 
sive. Cavour, in particular, stands out 
as a man with singular clarity of vision, 
political skill, intellectual stature and 
generosity of feeling. More than that he 
comes alive.

THE DEBATE WHICH twoof our 
eminent scholars here document from 
the letters and comments of James and 
Wells has engaged the voice of almost 
every modern writer who puts out what 
may be called a “novel.” Are there, for 
this form of fiction as for other kinds 
of literature, canons of artistic worth 
that the writer obeys and the critic 
may apply? Or is the novel, as some 
practitioners of the form believe, merely 
a convenient literary device for vividly 
reporting a social or psychological situ- 
ation in which its writer for the moment 
finds himself or his imaginary creatures 
immersed? 


As its simplest—and most misleading 
~—formulation, the debate is said to 
arise between “. . the writer like 
Wells ... who subordinates his art to 
his social message” and “, .. the dedi- 
cated artist like James ... for whom 
art is the only valid means of encom- 
passing and preserving human expe- 
riences.” 

Appealing as is this statement of the 
quarrel—it appears in the foreword of 
this book—it ignores the treacherous 
nature of the word “art” as it applies 
to the novel, and the varying meanings 
of “experience” as different writers 
might want to encompass it. So that in 
defining and re-defining, this record of 
one phase of a continuing discussion 
seems to leave the core of the dilemma 
still unbroken, though perhaps a little 
more evident than before. 

HENRY JAMES was already an es- 
tablished, though not a popular, writer 
when he met HK. G. Wells. They were 
more than 20 years apart in age, and at

first Wells, an up-and-coming writer of 
pieces of scientific fiction, held the 
august American novelist in high es- 
teem. As Wells's intellectual scope 
broadened, however, and he found in 
social issues a more convenient subject- 
matter for his fiction, he ran into 
James's gently stated but rather mur- 
derous comments on the quality of his 
novels. 

They were entertaining, James con- 
ceded in his letters, and hard to lay 
down, but they were saturated too much 
with a cause, or a case, or with the 
mere abundant outpourings of the en- 
cyclopedic Wells brain. They were 
“cheeky,” full of a rather brash young 
man’s plan for the amelioration of 
mankind. In fact, while the vulgarity 
of the lower middie class in England— 
from which Wells came—was presented 
in a Wells book “vivid and sharp and 
raw,” was all this “fury of impression- 
ism” a novel at all? 

HOW CLOSE as friends the two men 
were, when the letters here printed 
passed between them, is hard to judge 
on the evidence. They lived in neigh- 
boring country houses in Sussex, and 
apparently Wells visited James a num- 
ber of times; but the James establish- 
ment was a common gathering-place for 
the many acquaintances who kept him, 
as he complained, from getting his work 
done. Eventually, however, the diver- 
gent natures of the two writers pulled 
them apart, and their private debate on 
novel-writing turned into a public feud. 

In two articles for the Times Literary 
Supplement, James named Wells, among 
other members of the younger genera- 
tion of whom he disapproved, as “an 
adventurer” who carried his lapses with 
“large assurance and incorrigible lev- 
ity’—in other words, as a flippant, 
cocksure upstart. To this Wells rejoined 
by publishing an old parody of the

suggests that it will be confined to the 
glowing twilight of Verdi's creative life. 
Such an undertaking would be more 
than justified when one considers that 
Orpheus at Eighty composed the opera 
“Falstaff,” a masterpiece of volatile 
humor which includes one of the most 
touching expressions of young love in 
the whole operatic literature. But this 
period is merely the starting point for 
a grouping of material into six parts, a 
schematic arrangement that permits the 
author to go backward, forward and 
sidewise in time as he covers the whole 
span of Verdi's life. 


In consequence this biography lacks 


,the strong propulsion and continuity 


that would be possible in straightaway 
chronological writing. Its discursive- 
ness, however, produces a charm of its 
own. The book can be read in snatches; 
it can be abandoned and taken up again 
without suffering a loss of interest. In- 
terruptions, in fact, are helpful to the 
reflectiveness that much of its material 
and its central figure invite. 


FOR VERDI’S LIFE presents a 
kind of consistent greatness that all of 
us can examine with profit. No man 
was ever less inflated by success or 
fame. He was born a peasant and be- 
came one of history's pre-eminent 
artists. His dedication to music was 
unwavering; but he never lost his feel- 
ing for the soil and one may assume 
that if the world had passed him by he 
would have found the same basic val- 
ues trudging alone through the fields 
of Parma. 


Mr. Sheean’s enthusiasm for opera 
and his deep affection for Verdi are his 
chief qualifications as a biographer. This 
study is certainly written “con amore” 
and it matters little that most of the 
material may be found elsewhere. 


The James-Wells Quarrel 
Over, What Is a Novel? 


James style and matter which was as 
clever as sin and as odious as the truth. 
“But people in the novels of Henry 
James,” he wrote bitingly, “do not do 
things in the inattentive, offhand... 
way of reality: they bring enormous 
brains to bear upon the minutest par- 
ticulars of existence.” 

Harsh as is this dictum, it helps to 
bring to a focus the point of difference 
between the two men. In arguing that 
the hovelist requires a point of view 
and must adhere to it, James was, of 
course, pleading for his own donnee, 
one determined by his essential re- 
moteness from the chaotic upheavals 
through ‘which he moved, steeped in his 
dream of art. Secure in the polished 
rectitude of his bachelor existence, he 
could afford not to be distracted from 
his literary goal. In his imagination, 
everybody's existence took the shape of 
the minute particulars of his own. 
BUT WELLS, as James himself 
knew, was an adventurer, only too eager 
on his way up the ladder of success to 
try experiments with creed and ways 
of living and any new fashion in art or 
conduct. He ate up existence raw, and 
in immense intellectual gobbets. In a 
sense, both men were equally vulnera- 
ble to one another's cutting edge, James 
to the impudent gamin in Wells, and 
Wells to the fastidious pedant in James. 
And not yet, by any means, has the 
truth of the quarrel] between them been 
decided. 

To have some of the documents 
printed is good, and the University of 
Illinois is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing two such scholars edit them. This 
casebook for a thesis on two writers 
is an interesting academic experiment. 
And so long as any writer cuts off a 
“slice of life” to masticate — James 
abominated the image and the idea— 
the debate will continue.

No Faster Than An Ox

THIS IS THE FASCINATING STORY of Amer- 
ica’s great canal era, from 1817 to 1850, when oxen-drawn 
boats on man-made waterways transported thousands of 
eager pioneers to the virgin lands west of the Alleghanies. 
The author’s decade of exhaustive research into this some- 
what neglected segment of American transportation history 
has resulted in the most complete account yet published of 
the fabulous canal-building period. 

At times her narrative moves almost as slowly as an ox 
team on a canal towpath, but it is nevertheless interesting. 
And she ably supports her thesis that the canals, particularly 
the Old Erie in New York state, enabled the country to 
break out of its narrow confines along the eastern seaboard 
and expand into the vast, unsettled Northwest territory. 

As she points out, the canal network—in New York and 
Pennsylvania and what later became Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois—came into existence during that critical though brief 
period after the Cumberland Road's seven-year heyday had 
passed and before the pioneer railroads were sufficiently 
advanced to carry the load of the big westward push.

IN THE LAST FEW YEARS women writers have been 
following one another in exploiting that excellent literary 
gold mine, Queen Victoria of England, and her family and 
court. 

First came Miss Dormer Creston with a critically ac- 
claimed “biographical narrative” on “The Youthful Victoria,” 
which carried the queen's life up to her miarriage to Albert. 
Virginia Cowles followed with her “Gay Monarch: The Life 
and Loves of Edward VII.” And now Evelyn Anthony, who 
had previously written a successful book on Anne Boleyn, has 
filled in the gap between mother and son with “Victoria and 
Albert,” which ends with the Prince Consort's death in 1861. 

By reading the three books in sequence the reader can 

obtain a fairly complete story of this century of British 
monarchy and have it entertainingly and readably presented 
to him. Certainly, Miss Anthony in the latest book exhibits 
a genuine aptitude for getting imaginatively behind the for- 
bidding facade of royalty and making the personages, who in- 
habited the guarded palace walls live again. The whole 
Victorian era as seen from the top rung of the social scale 
is drawn vividly and with much accurate reporting. 
IT IS NOT CLEAR just why the author calls her book 
a novel. For the term implies fiction and there is nothing 
really fictitious in.it. She has invented nothing that many 
biographers do not feel they have a right to invent, namely, 
conversations and unspoken thoughts. Miss Anthony has 
in fact shown a biographer’s regard for historical fact. And 
though her conversations may be partly imaginary she none- 
theless gives them good verisimilitude, for she has clearly 
studied her characters and all historical situations closely. 
If there is fictionizing, therefore, the reader is happily not 
aware of it. Nor, happily, is he made resentful by any un- 
warranted liberties that the author has taken with her sub- 
ject. She resists the temptation either to Satirize or to 
sentimentalize. 

Irony not being one of the tools of this author's craft, the 
Victorians are presented in straightforward fashion, and this 
is really the best way to treat them, if only because their 
lives and attitudes are full enough of genuine human inter- 
est to make no embellishment necessary. 

But the Victorian court was excruciatingly dull most of 

the time, and a dull account of it would be the easiest thing 
in the world to write. Miss Anthony avoids this danger 
by concentrating her narrative almost entirely on the rela- 
tions between Victoria and Albert and their relations in turn 
with their ministers, servants and children, and these re- 
citals are lively enough to give the story plenty of vivacity 
and movement. 
ALL THE PORTRAITURE is excellent — that of 
minor characters like Lehzen and of Stockmar, and of the 
prime ministers, Melbourne, Peel and Palmerston, as well as 
of the two chief figures. Certainly, Victoria is drawn no 
more lovable than she had to be, and at times her calloys- 
ness and selfish disregard for others are repellent. While 
recognizing her queenly dignity and strong-willed character, 
one feels at the same time much sympathy for all who had 
to live and work with her. 

Albert is particularly well drawn—with all his shining 
goodness, his dullness and priggishness, and at the same 
time his unswerving attention to duty, his constant concern 
with trying to serve his ungrateful adopted country. 

If there is tragedy to the story it is in the way Victoria 
lavismed love on her adored Albert, which he did not return, 
wanted him so to be liked, which he never was in his 
lifetime, At the same time she positively hated their eldest 
son Bertie. She then had to endure the mortification of 
seeing Bertie growing as popular with the English people as 
Albert remained unpopular.

A Psychoanalyst Views His Job 


THE QUEST FOR IDENTITY, by Allen Wheelis. (W. W. Nor-

THERE ARE MANY BOOK S—as well as thousands 
of quips—that add up to a view of psychoanalysis as seen 
from the outside. “The Quest for Identity” is, among other 
things, an account of psychoanalysis from the inside looking 
out, for Dr. Wheelis is a practicing psychoazalyst. The 
reader who is curious to know why a person. becomes a 
psychoanalyst and what it “feels like” to sit at the head of 
a couch and listen to the outpourings of a generation that 
has lost its moorings will find Dr, Wheelis’s book, informative. 
The reader who has wondered what leads a man. to this 
career of passive onlooker at the lives of others and furtive 
counselor to their ills will also find information in Dr. 
Wheelis’s thinly veiled account of how a developed insight 
into the lives of others can be the basis of one kind of 
good life. ‘ 

But the book is not simply an account of the ordinary 

hazards and pleasures of a psychoanalyst. It is several other 
related things. Dr. Wheelis interrupts his sober exposition 
four or five times to intrude short stories based, apparently, 
on his own recollections and illustrating rather imprecisely 
the thesis of the book. Of much more interest than either 
Dr. Wheelis’s self-justification or his short stories is the 
main theme of the book. This might be described as the 
“lonely crowd” at the psychiatrist’s or the “organization 
man” on the couch. Here Dr. Wheelis—a reserved sort of 
Freudian—takes a deeply concerned look at modern man and 
writes an analysis of his collective predicament that readers 
will find suggestive. 
BRIEFLY. WHAT THE AUTHOR SEES as the 
source of tbe insecurity that plunges the well-to-do 
into expensive courses of analysis is a waning superego. The 
tabus, the mores, the religious imperatives that in the nine- 
teenth century were built in once for all and truly inhibited 
and truly directed—that were, in other terms, an operative 
conscience—are now in the process of evaporation. Twentieth 
century man seeks some substitute for the old “voice” and 
finds it only in the going social code of his “peer-group”; 
it is a code that is both tyrannical and, alas, unwritten and 
shifting. (Readers of David Riesman will think of the “other- 
directed” man.) 

So what Dr. Wheelis and other psychoanalysts face is a 
clientele that has lost one kind of identity—conscience, the 
inner check, etc.—and seeks from the quiet attention of the 
psychoanalyst assurances as firm and orienting as those of 
the old-style conscience. Such assurance—Dr. Wheelis states 
sadly—no analyst can give. Instead, he remarks, “knowledge- 
able moderns put their backs to the couch, and in so doing 
they fail occasionally to put their shoulders to the wheel.” 
IN SOME OF THE MOST INTERESTING sections 
of the book, Wheelis writes as a philosopher or social 
historian. He judges, somewhat schematically, that man’s 
activities fall into two categories, the institutional and the 
instrumental. The institutional—church, forms of govern- 
ment, other vested interests—are the defenders of past 
values and are the sources of what used to enter the superego. 
In contrast, the purely instrumental human activities are the 
forward-looking ones: pragmatic, experimental—in short, 
scientific. ] | 

It is in these that Dr. Wheelis as phildsopher puts his faith. 
“We must settle for a path of progress, for progression as a 
process, for a direction rather than an end. The path of 
progress is clear. It is given by the instrumental process. 
It formulates no final goal; the mastery of one problem is 
followed simply by undertaking the next. But it defines a 
path that leads away from humbug and ignorance and 
exploitation and toward understanding, control, and freedom 
THE READER OF THIS SYMPTOMATIC book 
will observe, however, that what the author believes as a 
kind of philosopher, he regards as irrelevant to his work 


as a physician. He records no “radiant certainty” that “under- 


standing, control, and freedom” can indeed be created in 
patients who have lost one sort of identity (the institutional) 
and seek another: apparently, in the psychoanalyst’s office, 
exhortations about change, growth, and direction are unavail- 
ing. Instead, Dr. Wheelis the psychoanalyst makes embar- 
rassed references to his patients’ needs for understanding 
and love and the necessity that they exert something called 
will. To some ears, such words have only an “institutional 
ring.

The chances are the item is in Miss 
Rooz’s stock, sure enough, and the 
entire transaction could be taken care 
of in two minutes, at most. But that’s 
not the way to go shopping at Three 
Arts, for heaven's sake. 


FIRST, YOU STAND on the 
sidewalk outside and see what's in the 
front window: A specimen or two of 
whatever show of paintings or prints is 
currently being exhibited on the inter- 
ior walls. The most recent Skira art 
book, and some French and German 
paperbacks. An array of “little maga- 
zines” in art and literary fields, to- 
gether with the slick paper monthlies. 
A new twice-a-year magazine called 
“Drawing.” Several record albums. A 
scattering of sculpture reproductions. 
Having dallied over these visual hors 
d’euvres, the visitor is properly slowed 
down to the leisurely browsing pace that 
will serve his best interests inside. 


There, he discovers a small area of 
floor apparently hemmed in by free- 
standing book racks. More books, sculp- 
ture reproductions and record albums 
occupy compartments about the walls, 
and prints or paintings are put up on 
long horizontal panels just overhead. 
The visitor makes his way between and 
around, and sometimes under these 
arrangements, accommodating himself 
a§ best he can to the space that remains. 


At a display panel near the window, 
he inspects inexpensive reproductions 
of art masterpieces and a number of 
prints, There are even the two versions 
of Brueghel’s “The Wedding Dance,” 
one with, the other without codpieces. 
From somewhere back in the room come 
strains of music—Bach’s French Suites 
on Fernando Valenti’s harpsichord, per- 
haps, faintly heard through the partly 
open door of a record booth.

By the time the visitor has browsed 
his way to the swinging display panels 
at the rear of the store, where original 
prints by a number of St. Louis artists 
are exhibited with those of other con- 
temporary artists, he may be hearing 
African folk rhythms from the record 
booth. Or he may find himself listening 
to a reading by Dylan Thomas of his 
own poems. 


Art exhibitions are a recent innova- 
tion at Three Arts. The first was a 
show of paintings by Milton Cohen, a 
former St. Louisan, last year. Since 
then, Miss Rooz has had two group ex- 
hibitions by Walter Barker, William 
Fett and Robert Jordan of the Wash- 
ington University faculty, and has shown 
works by a number of other St. Louisans. 
She recently concluded a show of prints 
by Picasso, and soon will open an ex- 
hibition of French and Italian prints. 

These have all been distinctive shows, 
Miss Rooz is leaning towards specializing 
in graphics, because they are better 
suited to her informal display arrange- 
ments, and because this is the medium 
in which works of outstanding artists 
can be offered in modest price ranges. 


THE EMPHASIS ON paperback 
art books also has the aim of putting 
good materials within reach of college 
people. Both European and American 
publications are in stock. New paper- 
back novels, plays, anthologies and ref- 
erence works also are given generous 
space on the shelves. 


Frances Rooz was born in Vienna, 
went to school in Berlin and attended a 
British college in Prague. She came to 
America with a brother when Hitler 
took over Czechoslovakia, and, after a 
brief stay in New York, got a job in 
St. Louis as continuity writer for a 
German language musical program on 
radio station WEW. 


About 12 years ago, she opened the 
Three Arts Shop at its initial location 
farther east on Delmar, near DeBali- 
viere avenue. She has been in her 
present quarters since 1949. Lucy Ber- 
kowitz, who came over from Germany 
in 1937, is Miss Rooz’s assistant. 


Running this sort of shop seems to 
have grown out of some compulsion 
that Miss Rooz felt for a long time. 
some of her customers undoubtedly 
simply want to pick up a few things to 
Scatter casually about their living 
rooms to give it, and themsélves, a 
certain cultural or intellectual flavor. 
Or at least that may have been the 
original impulse. 


“I should worry,” says Miss Rooz. “If 
they keep it around long enough, they'll 
look at it and read it, and pretty soon 
they'll love it. I can tell the difference 
when they come back. Just being here 
with all these things—it’'s so gratifying.” 


<[Indirect Pressure on Teachers 


Why Better Salaries Alone Will Not Solve Problem

MORE MONEY FOR MORE 
teachers at the present or higher 
salary levels is not the whole solution 
to the teachgr-shortage problem. On 
this point everybody seems to be agreed. 
As Lindley J. Stiles, editor of the 1957 
Yearbook of the John Dewey Society 
summed up its findings: “The role 
accorded the teacher in American soci- 
ety is somehow .so uninviting that not 


- enough people are willing to teach.” 


» Herein lies the trouble. 


This conclusion, which the Society 
arrived at from studying statistics, sur- 
veys, questionnaires and first-hand re- 
ports, may be startling to those in the 
educational field, but what has puzzled 
the rest of us is why there ever were 
enough sufficiently intelligent people 
willing to take on the job. Many of us, 
as the Yearbook writers also discovered, 
have solved the enigma in our own 
minds by postulating a “mystical call,” 
which a few hapless souls find irresist- 
ible. Once they have succumbed to it, 
they want nothing more, of course, than 
to be allowed to carry out their mission, 
and they can count themselves lucky if 
a few charitable school boards see fit 


to reward them with anything more 
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than enough for bare survival. 
“Prestige and perquisites” are what 
we, the public, must begin granting to 
teachers, the Educational Policy Com- 
mission of the National Education Asso- 
ciation tells us in its 1958 report. In 
fact we are being admonished on every 
side to forget what we know about the 
historic role of the teacher in our so- 
ciety and to change our attitude toward 
intellectuality in general. 
IT IS ODD that the men who are 
doing the admonishing—college presi- 
dents, school superintendents, education 
professors and N.E.A. officials—should 
expect mere admonitions to have any 
effect on attitudes, considering what 
they know about the psychology of 
learning. They should know that it is 
not enough to keep repeating the well- 
known facts that more new teachers are 
needed annually than our colleges are 
turning out, and that teaching is not 
attracting the most intelligent and capa- 
ble of the career-seekers. Nor are the

of teacher organizations as evidence of 
near-mutiny. 

If some classroom teacher should sud- 
denly find his tongue, he would not 
only demonstrate to a doubting public 
that he has one, but could shed some 
light on some of the more baffling as- 
pects of the problem that he knows 
about from inside experience. 


FOR INSTANCE, the very durabil- 
ity of the stereotype of the teacher as a 
dedicated nonentity suggests that there 
may be something inherent in the call- 
ing itself that tends to obliterate indi- 
viduality. And there is, although its 
peculiar nature is known only to a few 
o: the more self-analytical of the ele- 
mentary teachers. The rest are unable 
to pinpoint the source of a pressure 
that they sense is molding them inexor- 
ably into models of the bland and the 
prim. (“Indirect pressures” was the best 
that a fourth of 1800 Missouri teachers 
recently surveyed could do toward iden- 
tifying something they felt to be “in- 
hibiting” their personal and social lives.) 
What they are really reacting to is 
not orders from the school board or 
the P.T.A. but a mysterious force that 
emanates from the mob-mind of all 
groups of small, innocent children cor- 
ralled by an adult bent on uplift. 


The pressure exerted by the juvenile 
mass mind tends to bring out the latent 
asininity in anybody. It works in the 
same way on Scout masters, Y.M.C.A, 
secretaries, Sunday school superintend- 
ents, none of whom could baffle a 
‘What's My Line’ panel for more than 
30 seconds. 

All are pushed instinctively into an 
atavistic role the moment they unwarily 
stand before a group of tots in the posi- 
tion of leader. In racial memory they 
are high-priestess, bellwether, medicine- 
man—something both more and less 
than merely human. 


OTHER SUB-DIVINITIES, 
such as parents and pediatricians, can 
lose their tempers, take baths, wear 
shorts, and even swear in moderation, 
but children have been known to suffer 
traumatic shock from catching a teacher 
in the act of eating, and a teacher in 
love is almost obscenely unthinkable. 


Only the most iron-willed of teachers 
can resist conforming to this subtly 
flattering image of themselves. Before 
long they will find themselves eschew- 
ing all frivolity, even in the privacy of 
their boudoirs. As a rebellious victim of 
a similar unconscious conspiracy—a for- 
mer minister—phrased it in a Harper's 
Magazine article about his calling: “He 
becomes so accustomed to his role—like 
it or not—that he is afraid or ashamed 
to expose his real self to himself or 
others.3 

Something constructive for education 
professors to undertake would be to 
help prospective teachers arm them- 
selves against this soul-destroying force. 

Ironically, the teacher's role contin- 
ues to be still further diminished by the 
traditional anti-intellectualism of our 
society, though recent studies have 
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Ethel Strainchamps, of Springfield, Mo., is 
a former school teacher. 
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shown that teachers today are less likely 
to be intellectuals than are members of 
other professions, Still, the teacher deals 
with books and ideas and is therefore 
taken to be an idealist and therefore 
impractical, out of place in a materialist 
society, an easy convert to revolutionary 
ideologies. From these he must be for¢- 
ibly diverted. 

Dr. I. L. Kandel, in a recent study 
of education for the American Civiliza- 
tion in the Twentieth Century series, 
finds that, while restrictions on the 
teachers’ private lives are being relaxed, 
interference with academic freedom by 
such devices as loyalty oaths and citizen 
censorship of textbooks is having an 
even more unfortunate effect. 


Dr. Kandel also points out that the 
elements that make up the educational 
crisis of our day were “inherent in the 
first efforts to adjust education to a 
democratic society.” In 1788 Noah 
Webster wrote, “What is now called a 
liberal education disqualifies a man for 
business.” 


The present hope of American schol- 
ars that this historic view of their role 
is being altered seems not to be based 
on anything very solid. Materialism 
has, if anything, become even more all- 
pervading since Webster's day. In fact, 
the self-appointed spokesmen for the 
intellectuals might instructively exam- 
ine their own innermost souls. 

Ph.Ds will often show a pathetic 

pride in being given “honors” outside 
their own field that would be disdained 
by business men, or even politicians, of 
comparable rank. An invitation to be- 
come a board member of the local 
Rotary, Chamber of Commerce or coun- 
try club is frequently more highly prized 
by college professors and school super- 
intendents than scholastic recognition. 
This may be what they want for teach- 
ers—the kind of acceptance that would 
indicate they are recognized as compe- 
tent in fields that have never engaged 
scholarly minds. 
BOOTLESS ADMONITIONS 
aside, there seem to be good prospects 
for better pay for teachers and for a 
de-emphasis of the deadening courses 
tm education. This will cerrainly make 
the profession more attractive to the 
ambitious. But our best hope may lie 
in the increase in the other-directed, 
organization-type of graduates now said 
to be emerging from our colleges. 

The former minister already quoted 
said that many clergymen stick to their 
jobs because “they prefer the security 
and bondage of an outwardly imposed 
role to the insecurity and freedom of 
being themselves.” 

The teaching profession, offering an 
identical attraction, plus even more al- 
luring tenure and pension-plan induce- 
ments, may turn out to be unexpected- 
ly appealing to the modern, security- 
minded career-seeker.

THE METROPOLITAN OPERA COMPANY'S 
performance of “Samson et Dalila’ here May 15 will present 
Rise Stevens in the operatic character for which she is best- 
known, that of seductress. Miss Stevens has been closely 
identified with two of the more glamorous femmes fatales in 
the repertory, Carmen and Dalila. The Saint-Saens opera 
was revived especially for her by the Metropolitan Opera in 
1941, making her the first American to perform the role of 
Dalila in 22 years. She sang “My Heart at Thy Sweet Voice,” 
the most famous aria in the work, in her St. Louis debut re- 
cital in 1942. 

Mario del Monaco will sing the role of Samson, which he 
performed for the first time last season. The Italian-born 
tenor appeared here in 1952 as Rhadames in the Metropolitan 
Opera's “Aida.” Martial Singher will play the role of High 
Priest. The corps de ballet, containing 40 dancers, will be 
directed by Zachary Solov and the leading dancers will be 
Audrey Kearns and Tommy Andrew. A chorus and orchestra 
of 90 members each will participate. Fausto Cleva will con- 
duct. The performance will begin at 8 o'clock in Kiel Audi- 
torium.

Classical Records

AN OBSCURE OPERA by Rossini seems to prove—by 
its obscurity—that something more than musical excellence 
is needed to keep an opera in the standard repertory. “Le 
Comte Ory” is as unfamiliar to the modern public as “Otello” 
or “Moses” but it is a charming work, rich in melodic 
invention and more subtle in many ways than “The Barber 
of Seville.” The plot, however, is so nonsensical that it is 
virtually impossible to remember it. The opera was written 
during Rossini’s French period to a libretto by Scribe and 
Delestre-Poirson and the French text is used here in the 
recording made by the Glyndebourne Opera Co (Angel, two 
12-inch LPs in album with French-English libretto.) 

The performance is notable for its stylistic finish which 
may be attributed, I suppose, to Vittorio Gui, the conductor, 
The Glyndebourne Opera makes a point of its fine ensemble 
work but usually it offers a higher order of vocal excellence 
than may be heard from this recording. Juan Oncina, as the 
count, Jeanette Sinclair as Alice, and Sarah Barabas as the 
countess, all have trouble in producing a clean, firm vocal 
line though they sing with warmth and excellent taste. The 
reproduction is good according to the best going standards. 
EMIL GILELS, Russia’s most widely advertised piano 
virtuoso, is heard in a new recording of the Brahms piano 
Concerto No. 2 with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra under 
Fritz Reiner. Gilels is not at home, apparently, in the world 
of sentiment on the low level and poetic refinement on 
the high level that Brahms creates in this work. The orchestra 
follows suit. The allegretto grazioso movement is neither 
allegretto (as ordinarly measured by the metronome) nor 
grazioso. (RCA-Victor, one 12-inch LP.) 

ANOTHER EMINENT RUSSIAN VIRTUOSO, 
the cellist Rostropovich, has recorded a number of small 
pieces with piano and orchestral accompaniments. The 
works themselves are slight but they enable the soloist to 
disclose a rich, warm tone, exacting control and great artistic 
discrimination. The program for this recorded recital includes 
music by Chopin, Granados, Prokofieff, Glazounow, Schumann 
and Handel. The reproduction of the ‘cello tone has a better 
than normal fidelity. (Westminster, one 12-inch LP.) 

THE CHOPIN SCHERZI, as interpreted by Ruth 
Slenczynska, are the affirmative, large-scaled works that they 
should be. Certainly they are not salon pieces. Miss Slenczyn- 
ska’s performance is highly competent and temperamentally 
vivacious. I believe that these works can be played much 
more broadly—and without an inartistic use of rhythmic 
freedom—than she makes them sound. (Decca, one 12-inch 
LP.)

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Europe’s Musical Life’ | 


London Now Leading City 


By WILLIAM C. BRINKOP 
ON A RECENT holiday in Europe I visited four major 
musical centers and remained in each of the four long enough 
to get an adequate picture of their late winter seasons. Paris, 
Munich, and Vienna all have their high points, but London 
offered the greatest variety of important events and “star” 
attractions, save for the notable and lamentable lack af a 
major league opera company. Opera at Covent Garden, under 


the artistic direction of Rafael Kubelik for the last four years, — 


has not been an overwhelming success. Informed London 
music lovers relate that the company rose to the occasion 
only with special productions, such as “The Trojans” of 
Berlioz or the gala “Norma” performances with Maria Callas. 


The emergence of London as the European city richest in | 


choice, variety, and abundance of musical events is some- 
what of a post-war development. Some credit certainly is 
due to Walter Legge, artist and repertoire lord of Britain's 


Electric & Musical Industries, Ltd., and subsequently an im- | 
presario and promoter in other musical areas. Legge is the 


man responsible for organizing the Philharmonia, a mag- 
nificient group of musicians of virtuoso quality. The Phil- 
harmonia is, in my opinion, the finest orchestra in Europe 
today and certainly one of the three or four great orchestras 
in the world. Originally developed for recording purposes 
only, the Philharmonia now performs regularly in London, 
tours the Continent, and participates in the important sum- 
mer festivals, Among the most discussed concerts of the sea- 
son are the sold-out Beethoven-Brahms cycles with the Phil- 
harmonia under the recovered Otto Klemperer. 
FORTUNATE LONDONERS have an a la carte 
menu of orchestras; in addition to the Philharmonica, there is 
Beecham’s Royal Philharmonic Society, the London Philhar- 
monic, the London Symphony, the B.B.C., plus visits of Bar- 
birolli's Halle Orchestra, the Liverpool Philharmonic, and 
major orchestras of the Continent. There are numerous re- 
citals and chamber music evenings — Ralph Kirkpatrick, 
Leonard Pennario, Yehudi Menuhin and Igor Bezrodny (latest 
arrival of the Soviet violinists) were all performing in. the 
span of 48 hours. Furthermore, the Royal Ballet produces a 
full season of ballet at Covent Garden. 

As a fitting accessory to its musical life, London has the 
Royal Festival Hall, a structure with superb acoustics, a 
scenic view of the Thames, and two or three resturants. 
PARIS, LIKE LONDON, offers a large number of 
recitals and chamber music concerts, but the French orches- 
tras (excepting the Orchestre National de la Radiodiffusion 
Francaise) certainly need improvement. I heard the Paris 
Conservatoire with Constantin Silvestri, a Rumanian con- 
ductor who is being “discovered:” the O.N.R.F. with Pedro 
de Freitas-Branco; and the Paris Opera orchestra accompany 
in an evening of ballet. The performance at the Opera was 
sloppy to the point of embarrassment. Ironically, the finest 
concert [ heard in the French capital, and a memorable 
evening in any context, was a Beethoven program presented 
by brilliant Herbert von Karajan and the Berlin Philharmonic. 
This superb orchestra ties for honors with London's Phil- 
harmonia, and under Karajan's electric direction they played 
with nobility and consummate precision. The elegant Parisian 
audience replied with a thunderous ovation, and the adjective 
“fantastique” accented the conversational buzz during the 
entr’acte. 

What London lacks in opera is to be found in Munich, 
Vienna, and Milan. The Bavarian State Opera at Munich has 
an excellent orchestra and produces an intriguing repertoire 
(all the Richard Strauss operas, for instance); 1 was fortunate 
enough to attend a beautifully sung “Rosenkavalier.” The 
Vienna State Opera, of course, ranks with La Scala and the 
Metropolitan. The newly rebuilt opera house in Vienna is a 
curious compromise in the decor department—traditional vs. 
modern, but it is at the present time the best equipped house 
in the world.

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NEHRU GIVES UP 
PLAN TO RETIRE. 
YIELDS TO PARTY 


WEW DELHI, May 3 (AP)— | 
Prime Minister Nehru gave in 
to his Congress party today and 
dropped plans to retire and se- 
elude himself in the Himalayan | 
foothills to think. He said he 
had wanted only to drive tur- | 
moil and ferment from his 
mind. 

Somewhat apologetically, he 
told an emergency party meet-— 
ing: | 

“Disturbed in mind, thinking 
perhaps more of myself than 
other issues, I felt if I had a 
period away from office, per- 
haps a few months, I might 
make myself more suited to the 
tasks ahead.” 

When the 68-year-old leader 
first announced plans to retire | 
last Tuesday, his party mem- | 
bers pleaded with him to stay 
on to help them face rising 
opposition in the country. 

On Thursday Nehru agreed 
to go only into temporary re- 
tirement. He said he wanted to 
think out “the bad atmosphere 
and loss of sense of mission” 
he felt existed in this country 

Emergency Meeting. 

Again the party chorused no 
and called an emergency meet- 
ing. Nehru’s announcement, 
made in an emotional and 
sometimes rambling speech, 
brought from them a sigh of 
relief. | 

“In all humility,” he said, “I 
will not proceed to take the 
step | had suggested.” 

He explained that he Had 
thought he could better serve 
India outside the government. 

“IT sensed coarseness and | 
vulgarity growing in our public 
life,’ he said. “In Congress and 
in the whole country idealism 
was fading out. We were losing 
our sense of mission. | 

“What to do? I didn’t know. 
It is not easy to stop. You can’t 
draw a sword and cut off the 
head of this enemy.” 

Party members agreed Nehru | 
should have time to think but | 
decided to settle that later, 
perhaps at an executive com- 
mittee meeting Monday or at 
the All-India Congress Com- 
mittee session May 10. 


Resolution Unanimous. 

When his party adopted a | 
unanimous resolution Thursday 
asking him to stay on, Nehru 
chided the members. He said 
he was not seeking an expres- 
sion of confidence. He wanted 
to meditate, he said. because 
“] want to be in tune.” 

“We are playing for high 
stakes and |] am playing for 
high stakes. I am playing for 
the future of India and not 
this election or that election.” 

Nehru has been at India’s 
helm more than 1042 years. He 
said he was physically able to 
continue on but added: “There 
is much to think of.” He men- 
tioned the threat of atomic 
war and India’s internal prob- 
lems. 

Nehru said his recent state- 
ments undoubtedly appeared | 
contradictory 
“What this surely indicated,” 
he said, “was the ferment in 
my mind—a troubled mind.” 
The death in February of 
Maulana Abul Kalam Azad, 
Education Minister and his 
long-time trusted friend and 
adviser, provided the shock 
which pushed him to his de- 
cision, he added 

What he wanted, he said 
was “a chance to think quietly, 
without being pushed or har- 
ried.” He expressed belief 
there was too much concern 
for jobs and for winning elec- 
tions and the sense of mission 
in politics seemed to be fad- 
ing, making the atmosphere 
“murky and suffocating.” 

The international situation 
added to his troubled mind. 
“There were some good signs, 
but most were bad. There was 
too much passing of resolu- 
tions and condemning one an- 
other and not enough was be- 
ing done to improve the situa- 
tion,” he said.

NEW YORK—Building con- 
struction costs, notwithstand- 


ing market weaknesses general \ 


across the United States, have 
managed to squeak upward an- 
other two per cent for the 12 
months ending in March. All 
of this came about in the first 
half of the period. Since fren 
there. has been enough price 
deterioration in retail quota- 
tions’to builders for items of 
building materials, equipment, 
appliances and accessories, to 
slightly more than offset the 
impact of higher wage rates to 
building trades craftsmen. 
Commenting upon the sig- 
nificance of information re- 


ceived from several hundred 
contributors in 48 states, My- 
ron L. Matthews, manager edi- 
tor of the Dow Real Estate 
Valuation Calculator, an F. W. 
Dodge Corporation’ service, 
says “As for the future, it ap- 
pears reasonable to expect that 
the cost to build almost any- 
thing from a cottage to a sky- 
scraper will push on upward 
at a rate of about one per cent 
every four months, or three 
per cent for 12 months. But 
things are in such uncertain 
balance that a moderate drift 
tn psychology could change the 
outiook one way or the other, 
almost overnight.” 


Labor Strength Greater. 


Ot the two major compo- 
nefits of construction cost— 
materials and labor—labor has 
again exhibited the greater 
strength. This has been enovgh 
to overcome the rather severe 
drops in retail lumber price 
quotations and the minor weak- 
nesses in other prices for items 
in the market sampling basket. 
Both the east@rn and western 
halves of the United States 
show uniform reflections. of 
materials and wage rate 
changes, almost as though some 
great cohesive force were at 
work. For example: For the 
six months ending in March 
all the states east of the Mis- 
sissippi river average out at 
“no change.” Simultaneously 
a processing of data from the 
western states produces an 
identical “no change.” For the 
six months ahead of these, both 
parts of the United States 
showed a two per cent increase. 

The price tag on construc- 
tion is 149 per cent higher 
than in prewar 1941. Generally 
speaking, the average level of 
cost was then approximately 
equal to the average for the 
years 1926-1929. In between 
there had been a depression 
and a recovery. At any rate, 
the cost to build is today 
roughly two and one-half times 
what it was in "41. Saying it 
another way it takes $2.50 to- 
day to buy what $1 bought 17 
years ago. The $8000 house 
of 1941, exclusive of land and 
charges other than labor and 
materials for construction 
would come today with a tag 
for $20,000. Thus the current 
purchasing power of the 1941 
building dollar is 40 cents. 


Dollar Value Varies. 


These observations do not 
hold uniformly true in all of 
the 150 cities tested— it’s just 
the way the averages happen 
to work out. In some places 
material and wages are sub- 
stantially lower than New 
Yorkers pay. Extremes are: 
Greenville, N.C., 40 per cent 
less; Montgomery, Ala., 39 per 
cent less; Raleigh, N.C., 36 per 
cent less. Generally, costs aver- 
age 12 per cent under New 
York, compared to 10 per cent 
six months ago, but this can be 
a dangerous figure to use since 
it is the product of flattening 
out a lot of places whose costs 
run from equal to New York 
to considerably less. 

The 17-year post-1941 range 
of cumulative cost increases is 
froth 122 per cent (Newark, 
NJ., Boston, Mass., and Utica, 
N.Y.) to 203 per cent at San 
Francisco. On this basis it takes 
from $2.22 to $3.03 to buy as 
much construction today as $1 
bought in Pearl Harbor 1941, 
and the purchasing power of 
the prewar building dollar 
ranges from 33 cents at San 
Francisco to 45 cents at New- 
ark, Boston and Utica, depend- 
ing upon where in the United 
States the building is located. 

The Dow Real Estate Valua- 
tion Calculator, a construction 
cost guide used nationally, and 
to.some extent internationally, 
fot approximating  replace- 
ment costs for buildings, con- 
ducts this regular semi-annual 
cost survey the aim of which 
is to measure changes in the 
ecost-to-build in 146 American 
cities plus four mh Canada. To- 
ward. this objective the survey 
studies local changes in prices 
paid by builders for the yard- 
stick items included in the 
Calculator building materials 
and hourly wage rates market 
basket. Among these items are 
brick, plaster, lumber, cement 
and metals, plus nine skilled 
labor trades and laborers. The 
pe results are released by 

W. Dodge Corp. as a public 
service.

Home for Family That 
Has Less to Spend 


East Side Home Builder 
Oliver L. Parks has erected 
some 1700 homes, mostly in 
so-called low price brackets, 
since he switched from avia- 
tion about six years ago. 
But he has been concerned for 
a long time that even the so- 
called low price bracket homes 
were missing a vast potential 


market among families with 
still less money to spend, 
Many postal workers, many 
bus drivers, many policemen 
and many another man or 
woman with a continuing job 
but not especially high pay 
just hasn’t had a chance to 
buy anything new that’s been 
put on the market in many 
years. For them, Parks will 
open a subdivision today. 

By careful designing, mass 
purchase and production and 
through rapid construction and 
rapid selling, Parks expects to 
be able to supply houses and 
lots to families that have no 
more than $295 to $365 a 
month income. The additional 
gimmick, if it may be called 
that, which will make such an 
operation possible at today’s 
costs, is that the homes will be 
delivered without any tile or 


other covering on the concrete 
slab floor, without any paint 
or other decoration on the in- 
side walls; without any ‘“‘made” 
driveways or walkways with- 
out any sod, grass or other 
plantings. The houses will be 
adequately painted on the out- 
side with a vinyl base paint. 
All the “pretty-ing up,” the 
buyer and his family can do 
when they can afford to do it 
and have the time for the job. 


First of the Kind. 


Nevertheless, the develop- 
ment is not to be made up of 
“cheap” houses; and it will not 
be a “cheap” development... 
it is merely that all the finish- 
ing touches (‘which a _ do-it- 
yourself family can readily 
add ... to their own taste) 
won't be added to the original 
package and thereby run up 
the basic selling price. 

Some factory designed and 
partially factory built homes 
are being offered to St. Louis 
area purchasers (who go out 
and find their own lots) on a 
do-part-of-it-yourself basis — 
have been for a long time—brat 
this is the first instance im 
more than 15 years of an at- 
tempt to deliver such a house

Challenging Any Who 
Claim to Know It All

When someone comes pretending to be an expert in matters 


of lawns and gardens, 


you'll be quite within your rights to 
pin him down concerning just what he’s expert at 


For the 


field of knowledge in these matters is so extensive that no one 
person can know with any high degree of expertness the full 


scope of it. 
Is he a botanist, 


a horticulturist, a morphologist, 


a hist- 


ologist, a physiologist, an agronomist or a bacteriologist? Is he 


any one of a number of other 
things? An individual, to be 
an expert in the matter, might 
concentrate throughout his life, 
for instance, on the problem of 
wheat rust, an item of serious 
concern in the fields of eco- 
nomic botany and agronomy. 
Karl Von Linne, a north 
country scientist long since 
better known by his Latinized 
mame: Linnaeus, generally is 
regarded as the father of mod- 
ern Botany. Linnaeus, in whose 
honor one of the greenhouses 
at Shaw's Garden is named, 
first developed an understand- 
ing (around 1729) of the fact 
that there is sex in plant life 
as there is in animal life. He 
classified plantlife into family 
groupings and named them 
with Latin names. In his day, 
Latin was an_ international 
language much more readily 
and used than it is 
today, a language of scholars 
to be sure, but also of the 


laity. 
First French, and now Eng- 


lish have superceded Latin as Continued on Page 3, Col. 3. the next few weeks. 


mediums of international un- 
derstanding. While Latin still 
is used extensively in some 
areas, the peoples of a country 
like the United States 

who haven't had to be much 
concerned in years past with 
the strange language of a near- 
by neighboring country ee 
just haven't bothered to be- 
come well versed in Latin 
nomenclature.

U.S. Fosters 
Housing for 


Elderly 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) 
Progress is being made in one 
of the most neglected areas 
of housing—homes for the ¢€l- ~ 
derly — a recent Governmént 
report shows. - 

The report indicates that 
while the problem is still siz- 
able, the situation is improye- 
ing. 

The latest step toward more 
and better housing for eldefly 
persons is a conference on the 
subject to be held in Wash- 
ington May 28. This meeting on 
“housing our senior citizens” 
will bring together home build- 
ers, Government housing offi- 
cials and representatives of 
community organizations. 

According to the conference 
sponsors, the National Housifig 
Center and the National Asgo- 
ciation of Home Builders, ~it 
“will be the first national work- 
shop set up to analyze inten- 
sively the practical problems 
and programs involved in con- 
structing and financing such 
housing.” 

Sees Upward Trend. 


In announcing the confer- 
ence, its chairman, New Jersey 
builder and N.A.H.B. First Viee 
President Carl T. Mitnick, said, 
“(It) is aimed at stimulating 
more home builder interest in 
this market as well as a real- 
istic appraisal of currently 
available governmental pro- 
gram tools ... and develop. 
ment of necessary recommen- 
dations to fill existing gaps.” 

A picture of current condi- 
tions in housing for senior 
citizens is sketched in the lat- 
est issue of the labor depart- 
ment’s Construction Review. 

The article was written by 
Economist E. Everett Ashley 
Ill, of the housing and home 
finance agency. It notes: 
“While the volume of housing 
developed specifically to meet 
the needs of the elderly is 
still very small, an upward 
trend in this field is apparent.” 

Ashley cites as “especially 
significant” departures “from 
the traditional old folks’ homes 
and almshouses.” Instead, he 


reports, “efforts are being 
made to provide accomoda- 
tions in non-industrial envir- 
onments where people can 


spend their later years in dig- 
nity and comfort.” 


The key to the problem, 
Ashley says, is that the num- 
ber of persons over 65 has 
been rising faster than the 
population as a whole. “Senior 
citizens now number more 
than 14,000,000, constituting 


one out of 12 persons. In an- 
other 20 years the number of 
older people will have risen 
to 21,000,000, or approximate- 
ly one of every 10 Americans,” 
he points out 

Signs Subsidy Contracts. 

To meet this growing need, 
Ashley says, the government 
has taken action under pro- 
visions of the housing act of 
1956 which relate to the elder- 
ly. He lists the following: 

At the end of 1957, the 
Federal] Housing Administra- 
tion had applications for mort- 
gage insurance on 17 projects 
that will provide living quar- 
ters for between 2200 and 2300 
elderly households. In addi- 
tion, FHA now has more than 
110 other projects in various 
pre-application stages. They 
would shelter between 16,000 
and 18,000 elderly families. 

The Public Housing Adminis- 
tration has signed subsidy con- 
tracts for public housing proj- 
ects in which 2447 dwelling 
units are earmarked for elderly 
occupants, Still other low-rent 
projects are in planning stages. 
In all, the total comes to 4610 
units in the public housing 
category. Forty-eight localities 
in 23 states and the District of 
Columbia are participating. 

Since the turn of the century, 
Ashley notes, the shelter proh- 
lem for older persons has been 
intensified not only by their 
increasing numbers but by a 
shift in living patterns. Popu- 
lation has been flowing from 
the farms to the cities. “On a 
farm all members of the family 
had an economic role and ‘it 
was taken for granted that the 
grandparents’ shelter needs 
would be provided,” Ashley ob- 
serves. 

But in the city, “the house- 
keeping units established have 
been primarily for young mar- 
ried couples and their off- 
spring. These accommodations 
bulge at the seams when cir- 
cumstances compel anothér 
generation to move in.” 

Still another contributing 
factor is the “growing financial 
independence of older people 
as a result of Social Security 
benefits and industry pension 
programs. These incomes have 
created the economic demand 
for dwelling space suited to the 
financial means of senior citi- 
zens who prefer to live inde- 
pendently or communally 
rather than with relatives —@» 
friends.”

named streams systems from 
“March 1 through May 29.”

NEW YORK, May 3 (AP). 
WHAT HAS HAPPENED to 
education in 30 years? How is 
it different now? Is it better? 
Do children learn more 


In the great debate about 
American education, one fact 
is frequently ‘overlooked or 
clouded over. Basically, the 
same subjects still are taught 
in our classrooms, especially 
in the elementary schools. | 

What, then, is the differ- 
ence? 


It is in approach, in tone, in 
setting. Take a second grade 
class in 1928, when you went 
to school. Take a second grade 
class in 1958, when your kids 
go to school. Let’s put them in 
the same midwestern town, 
population about 30,000. Let's 
assume in each case the school 
and the teacher are considered 
good in their time. 


Now let's compare a single 
day in the lives of second grad- 
ers a generation apart... 

In 1928, in a school built of 
stone in 1905 to last into eter- 
nity, Miss Emily Williams be- 
gins her second grade class 
promptly at 9 a. m. 

Miss Williams has had two 
years of normal school, 12 of 
teaching. She lives with her 
aging, infirm mother, for whom 
she is sole support. At 32, Miss 
Williams’s marital prospects 
are dim. 

She leads the class in the 
flag salute and the singing of 


“America.” She calls the roll, - 


and most answer 
“present.” Two boys answer 
“president,” and Miss Wil- 
liams sighs over the inevitable. 

THE SOUNDS RISE in a high- 
ceilinged room, past walls of 
brown oak wainscoting and 
creamy plaster. In one corner 
is a long pole to open the tall 
windows. The front of the room 
is dominated by a long black- 
board and, over it, Stuart's un- 
finished portrait of Washing- 
ton, two pictures of lilies and 
rabbits and the letters of the 
alphabet, in carefully measured 
penmanship, strung across the 
wall. 


Rigidly facing front, desks 
and chairs are bolted down 
and braced with elaborate 
black grillwork. Each desk has 
an inkwell in the upper right 
corner, pencil slot, open shelf 
underneath for books, contra- 
band gum and, carved in wood, 
the assorted marks of sculp- 
fors who have passed this way 
before. 


Announcements by Miss Wil- 
liams: Red Cross pennies will 
be collected tomorrow . 

“It is time,” says Miss Wil- 
liams at 9:10, “to open your 
arithmetic books to page 31.” 
The pupils drill on addition 
combinations. They drill oral- 
ly and in writing and in either 
case posture, neatness, uniform- 
ity become part of the lesson. 

“The sum of 7 and 5 is 12.” 
... “the sum of 7 and 9 is 
16.” ... reciting, the student 
stands to the right of his desk, 
feet firmly on the floor, leans 
forward slightly, both hands 
firmly on the book, no part of 
his body touching his desk for 
support. 

In the written drills, they 
are reminded by Miss Williams 
to write name and date in the 
upper right hand corner, leav- 
ing a half-inch margin, and to 
place the numbers firmly on 
the lines, one under the other 
in neat rows. 

9:52. Whispers in the third 
row. Girl giggles. Teacher to 
giggler: “Helen, suppose you 
tell the whole class about the 
oke so we can all enjoy it.” 

elen blushes, mumbles, falls 
silent. Class laughs at her. 
This is punishment teacher in- 
tended. 

10:13: “It is time to open 
our readers to page 43.” Each 
child reads aloud a sentence 
from fables and poems about 
fairy princes and talking foxes 
and other creatures in no way 
related to their lives in 1928. 

10:45: “Drills on families of 
words.” In her precise Palmer 
Method handwriting, Miss Wil- 
liams writes on the board, 
“Which, when, while, where, 
whither, why.” Using a long 
pointer, she asks what these 
words have in common. Hands 
stab the air. Tommy thinks 
they all have five letters... 
Alice sees they all begin with 
“WwW.” Hands wave desperately 
until Gerald ends the suspense:

Led by Miss Williams 
and a pitch pipe, the children 
sing, some tentatively, some 
loudly, some in a monotone, 
about Peter Rabbit and lilies 
that “bend their heads so low, 
gently waving to and fro.” 


High noon. At the sounding 
of the bell, all go to the cloak 
room for their coats, line up 
by pairs and march out to 
lunch. Most go home. A few, 
with brown paper sacks, go 
down to the basement and eat, 
sitting on long benches. 


1 p. m.: Penmanship. “Let's 
all push back in our seats and 
lean forward slightly. Now, re- 
member, put both arms on your 
desk. Put your left arm for- 
ward and rest your right arm 
so that the pad of the forearm 
lies comfortably. (Left-handed 
or right-handed, everyone is 
urged to write right-handed) 
. . « Now, let's do the ovals 
first, the way I am on the 
board. 

“Ready? All together. One- 
two-three-four, one-two-three- 
four . . . now let’s prepare for 
the letter ‘T.’ First the up 
stroke, then the down stroke. 
Now then, up ... down, up 
.. . down. Now let’s cross the 
T in the middie. Up, down, 
cross. Up, down, cross...” 

1:30: “It is time for draw- 
ing.” Each pulls out a yellow 
box with eight crayons. “Today 
we'll draw a lily. Remember 
we sang about lilies? Now no- 
tice the lily pinned over the 
blackboard, notice the separate 
parts, the leaves, the stem, the 
bloom. Notice how it bends...” 

All the tiny Titians draw lil- 


2 p. m.: Bell rings, children 
dress in cloak room (in what 
century did they really wear 
cloaks?), then line up in pairs 
and march out, once again to 
be paroled in the custody of 
their parents. 


NOW WE SHIFT TO 1958: 
In 1958, in a single story school 
built in 1948 of cinder block 
and glass, Mrs. Sylvia Barnes 
begins her second-grade class 
promptly at 9 a. m.... 


Mrs. Barnes has had four 
years of teachers college, with 
many psychology courses and 
10 years of teaching. At 32, she 
has a husband and two small 
children. 


The ceiling is lower than in 
1928, the windows wider, the 
walls a light green, the “black- 
board” a dark green, and 
Stuart’s Washington, far from 
dominating the room, is now 
out in the hall. The lighting is 
fluorescent and the blond desks 
and chairs are movable. 
Around the room, pinned on 
cork board, are many displays 
of juvenile composition, arith- 
metic, spelling and art. 

In the back is the class

3:30: Dismissal. Some stay 
voluntarily to finish their art 
projects.

SO, WHICH SYSTEM IS 
BETTER? 


Says Mortimer Smith, exec- 
utive secretary of the Council 
for Basic Education in Wash- 
ington, D.C.: 

“The modern method seems 
to us an abdication of the 
rights of the teacher and the 
duties she owes her pupils as 
one superior in knowledge and 
understanding. You can’t have 
a genuine educative experience 
without the central authority 
of the teacher .... 


“The old fashioned, logical- 
ly organized subject matter in- 
volving more drill and memory 
work was a time-tested method. 
It’s like learning to play the 
piano. You can’t play with feel- 
ing and facility unless you first 
have thoroughly learned the 
basic symbols and mechanics 
so they come automatically... 

“We are neglecting the basic 
subjects—the three r’s. The 
modern school basically is no 

, longer an institution for learn- 
ing. It tends to become a so0- 
cial service center... .” 


Says Dr. Dorothy McGeoch, 
associate professor of education 
at Teacher's College, Columbia 
University: , 

“The child in the modern 
classroom not only learns bet- 
ter skill subjects on which his 
father drilled, but he learns 
much more besides. 


“He learns to read and to 
use reading as a tool to help 
him understand the world 
around him. He learns to write 
and spell and to express his 
ideas clearly and accurately. 
He learns arithmetic—but he 
also learns to deal with nu- 
merical ideas as he meets them 
in his daily life—in ‘miles per 
hour’ and ‘few cents a week’ 
and in ‘20 per cent off.’ 


“There were good teachers 
in yesterday’s schools. They 
worked hard and their children 
learned. But through study 
and research, teachers now 
know better ways of helping 
children learn more. In the age 
of the sputniks, we must have 
every bit of in mee and 
knowledge we can o Y.

Walk in 
Small Cell

BERLIN, May 3 (INS). 


MEN HAVE fended off mad- 
ness in prison for untold cen- 
turies and in uncountable 
ways. Albert Speer, Hitler's 
last minister for armaments, 
who has served 11 of 20 years 
of a sentence handed down in 
the Nuremberg war trials, is 
walking from Berlin to Teh- 
ran. 

He is pacing off the 2000 
mile? inside his little cell at 
Spandau prison! 

In the monthly letters he 
is permitted to send out of 
this strange and depressing 
bid lockup — whose prisoner 
population consists of himself, 
Rudolph Hess and Walter von 
Schirach — Speer has de- 
scribed at length the cities and 
areas through which he has 
“walked” on his imaginary 
way to the Iranian capital. 

The letters go to his wife. 
Mrs. Speer and their two 
daughters have -been  sup- 
ported for years by Willy 
Schlieker who, at 26, headed 
all steel production in the war 
ministry. Schlieker survived 
Hitler’s downfall very well and 
has become one of the group 
of young postwar West Ger- 
man millionaires who may 
soon replace the oil-shipping 
Greeks as the top playboys of 
the Western world, Among 
Schlieker’s coups was the sale 
to Ruhr factories of coal mined 
in Pennsylvania. 


He discovered that this 
could be done at a profit 
despite the cost of shipping 
it and the fact that the Ruhr 
itself contained some of the 
richest coal deposits on earth. 
He is believed to have made 
$8,000,000 on that deal alone, 
while it lested, and a tiny 
portion of it has gone to the 
family of the imprisoned man 
for whom he ence worked. 


THE ALLIED POWERS have 
made several efforts to spring 
Speer but Russia, which has 
equal authority over Spandau, 
always vetos the pardon plans. 

Heas, who stole a Nazi fight- 
er, flew it to Scotland, para- 


~ ghuted ento the estate of the 


Duke of Hamilton and tried to 
make a separate peace early 
in ‘World War II, has never 
been certified as insane. But 
the prevailing impression at the 
Nuremberg trials was that he 
is, and the long years in Span- 
dau since then have only ac- 
cented the view. Mrs. Hess is 
dead. 


The other prisoner, Walter 
von Schirach, was leader of 
the Hitler youth. He too got 
20 years. Mrs. Von Schirach 
periodically appeals for her 
husband's release. Hess got life. 
Half a dozen others who served 
time there have been released, 
including Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. 
Walter Funk, the last head of 
the Reich bank and a lesser 
financial wizard than Schacht, 
died in this old, turreted red- 
brick heap. 


Spandau is unquestionably 
the most expensive can in 
the world. It costs each of 
the four powers tens of thou- 
sands of dollars each year to 
keep these three Nazis in the 
pokey. They could charter a 
DC-7 and send Speer to Teh- 


ran as its sole passenger first 
class and save money. 


THE AUTHORITY of each of 

the four powers is consecutive 
and of one-month duration. The 
power which takes charge on 
the first day of each month 
brings in its own guard, troops, 
sentries, turnkeys, doctors, 
ood, cooks, cleaning people, 
telephone operators and so 
forth. It's also responsible for 
heat and light. 

The Russians consistently 
starve the Nazis during the 
month they are in charge. Then 
we come in and fatten them 
up again. And so it goes inside 
Spandau as the years roll on 
and the boots of Speer, walk- 
ing to Tehran, go click, click, 
click, hour after hour each day 
and semetines well into the 
night.

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Voyage of the Lucky Dragon 


Japanese Infuriated Over Report that Crewmen 
Injured by H-Bomb Might Have Been Spies | 


Seventh installment from 
the book, “The Voyage of 
the Lucky Dragon,” by a 
leading American scientist, 
in which he tells the story of 
the 23 Japanese fishermen 
who were victims of a ra- 
dioactive fallout after a 
Bikini hydrogen bomb test 
in 1954,

OFFICIALS of the Univer- 
, Sity of Tokyo requested as- 
“sistance from the Atofnic 
Bomb Casualty Commission in 
Hiroshima and, In response, 
Dr. Johg Morton, the white- 
haired director of A.B.C.C. ar- 
rived in Tokyo Thursday, 
March 18. Accompanying the 
67-year-old University of Ro- 
chester doctor were two Amer- 
icans, Capt. Jack Lewis 
(USN) and Dr. Mary Sears, a 
hematologist. Three Japanese 
doctors also traveled with the 
Americans. 

Dr. Morton visited the two 
patients, Sanjiro Masuda and 
Tadashi Yamamoto, at the uni- 
versity hospital. He was sym- 
pathetic in his talks with the 
crewmen and discussed their 
condition with the attending 
physicians. The Rochester doc- 
tor, a 1913 graduate of Johns 
Hopkins, assured the Japanese 
doctors that the United States 
would be ready to assist, and 
offered to have antibiotics de- 
livered to the hospital. Before 
leaving for Yaizu, Dr. Morton 
stated that he had found the 
fishermen “in better shape 
than I had expected,” and that 
23 fishermen would recover 


“in two or three weeks, a 
month at most.” 
It was then that Senator 


John Pastore from Rhode Is- 
land passed through Tokyo on 
a brief visit and presumably 
was briefed by authorities 
there on the condition of the 
Lucky Dragon crew. Senator 
Pastore, an outspoken member 
of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy, was returning 
to the United States from wit- 
nessing a bomb test in the 
Castle series and he gave an 
interview in which he made 
optimistic statements about 
the recovery of the radiation- 
affected fishermen. This was 
but one of a series of semi- 
official opinions voiced from 
American shores which ag- 
gravated the delicate relations 
between Americans and Jap- 
anese in Japan. 

After visiting the two pa- 
tients in Tokyo, Dr. Morton 
hurried to Yaizu to inspect 
the other 21. crewmen. He con- 
ferred with Dr. T. Ooi and 
with the Tokyo doctors who 
had come to Yaizu. Ajl the pa- 
tients had been taken to the 
Yaizu North Hospital, some 
distance from the main hos- 
pital. They were all in one 
large room when Dr. Morton 
arrived and he was rather 
startled by the chaos. Report- 
ers, anxious relatives, busy 
photographers. and nurses 
crowded the room. Observing 
the rather primitive conditions 
in the hospital, Dr. Morton 
suggested that the patients 
might receive better treatment 
at the Tokyo hospitals and he 
offered to transfer the patients 
by air. Again, he offered to do 
whatever the Japanese doc- 
tors wished so that the United 
States could provide aid. Spe- 
cifically, he again offered such 
drugs as might be required. 
Later this offer of assistance 
was made formally by Ambas- 
sador Allison and United Na- 
tions Commander General 
Hull. 


News from America began 
to be featured in the Japa- 
nese press. For the first time 
semi-official information 
about the huge explosion 
came out into the open. Rep- 
resentative James Van 
Zandt, a Republican Con- 
gressman from Pennsylvania 
and a member of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy. revealed that the 
March 1. H-bomb explosion 
had equaled the blast of 12 
to 14 million tons of TNT. 


The towering mushroom 
cloud had pushed its: way 17 
miles into the gloomy murk 
of the ‘stratosphere. There- 
after, the fallout of nuclear 
dust had been observed 330 
miles away. It was also re- 
vealed that the March 1 bomb 
had been detonated atop a 
150-foot tower and Was pre- 
liminary to a large hydrogen 
explosion. 

Congressman Van Zandt’s 
estimate of the power of the 
bomb proved to be a little 
lower than the 15-million-ton 
value later admitted for the 
March 1 bomb. This meant 
that the American bomb was 
a thousand times greater in 
power than the A-bomb which 
first exploded over Hiroshima. 
The new Bikini bomb was of 
incredible destructiveness. It 
strains one’s mental fibers to 
imagine so much violence 


then, that leading Japanese 
newspapers ran editorials urg-

cedures. There was no doubt 
that something drastic had to 
be done to assure the Japanese 
people that they were not be- 
ing poisoned by the “crying” 
fish. The problem of deter- 
mining a “danger level’ be- 
low which fish could be con- 
sidered harmless was not easy 
to resolve, for there were 
technical’ complications, 
Checking the external sur- 
faces of a suspect fish might 
not reveal internal contamina- 
tion. Much research would 
have to be accomplished be- 
fore one knew just how the 
response of a Geiger counter 
held over the fish correlated 


with radioactivity inside the 
body. 
Fish dealers had a hard 


time convincing their custom- 
ers that their wares were not 
radioactive. Some shops dis- 
played posters reading: “We 


‘ Do Not Sell Radioactive Fish,” 


but wary purchasers. shied 
away. The great port of Misaki 
found itself with warehouses 
bulging with 750 tons of tuna. 
The Misaki market was closed 
on March 19, precipitating a 
panic among the fish dealers. 
The hysteria spread to nearby 
Yokohama, famous arrival 
point for tourists, and then to 
Tokyo, itself. The great Tokyo 
Central Wholesale Market 
closed for the first time since 
a cholera epidemic struck the 
city in 1935. Driven to des- 
peration some merchants cir- 
culated handbills, even rent- 
ing helicopters to drop them 
from the sky, advertising: 
“Eat Misaki Tuna and Keep 
Away From Radiation Dan- 
ger.” Others stressed the fact 
that: “You Too Are Radio- 
active,” meaning that the hu- 
man body contains some radio- 
active material. 


None of these measures 
worked very well. When it be- 
came known that fish had 


been banned from the Em- 
peror’s diet, people became 
even more worried. Prices 
plummeted to even lower 
depths and some fish dealers 
were forced into bankruptcy. 

Public resentment over the 
Bikini accident simmered 
throughout Japan and news- 
papers featured editorials 
which were highly critical of 
the United States. They criti- 
cized Dr. Morton for failing to 
begin treatment of the Yaizu 
fishermen (despite the il- 
legality of such treatment by 
an American doctor in Japan). 
They expressed fear that the 
patients would be_ given 
“guinea pig” status and they 
demanded reparation for the

damages incurred by the ac- 
cident. 
Ambassador Aljilison sought 


to take some of the sting out 
of the barbed criticisms by 
issuing the following press re- 
lease (dated March 19): 


“I have been pleased to 
learn of the prompt action 
which has been taken by both 
Japanese and American au- 
thorities to provide the most 
effective possible medical and 
technical assistance to those 
affected by the accident which 
befell Fukuryu- Maru. (The 
Lucky Dragon). 


“This assistance is being 
offered out of humanitarian 
concern for the injured crew 
members and concern for 
public safety. I wish to re- 
new the assurances already 
given that United States 
civilian and military person- 
nel and facility in Japan are 
available to give the great- 
est possible degree of assis- 
tance to the Japanese au- 
thorities, who have already 
shown themselves alert and 
vigorous in dealing with the 
problem. 


Our joint investigations of 
the incident are already under 
way and will, I believe, lead 
to findings which we can both 
accept. In advance of those 
findings, I am authorized to 
make clear that the United 
States is prepared to take such 
steps as may be necessary to 
insure fair and just compen- 
sation if the facts so warrant.” 

If the facts so warrant: What 
did this mean? Was it merely 
diplomatic pussyfooting? Or 
did it mean that there was 
doubt about the injuries or the 
proximity of the Lucky Dra- 
gon to the danger boundary? 

A Congressman, Melvin 
Price from Illinois, com- 
mented that the fact that the 
Japanese fishing boat got as 
close as it did to the blast in- 
dicated that a Soviet sub- 
marine could have pierced 
through the security precau- 
tions for a. better vantage 
point. At this point, W. Ster- 
ling Cole, at that time chair- 
man of the Joint Atomic 
Committee, was interpreted in 
the Japanese press as sug- 
gesting that the Lucky Dragon 
may have been on a spying 
mission in the area of Bikini. 
This suggestion infuriated the 
Japanese people, for to their 
eyes it was equivalent to add- 
ing insult to injury. 

Editorial writers demanded 
that the United States reveal 
the nature-.of the radioactive 
ash to Japanese scientists. The 
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powerful Asahi Shimbun 
voiced this demand at the 
same time stating its doubt 


that such data would be forth- 
coming, because ‘Presumably 
the United States does not 
want to disclose military se- 
crets.” 


Meanwhile, three groups of 
Japanese scientists kept at 
work on the identification of 
the material in the ashes. As 
they worked long hours in the 
laboratory, sweating over test 
tubes and retorts, Merril Ei- 
senbud, director of the AEC's 
Health and Safety Laboratory, 
arrived at Tokyo's Haneda 
airport at 10 p.m. on March 
22 and was whisked away in 
an embassy sedan before cor- 
respondents could question 
him. 


Eisenbud made the hurried 
flight to Japan in order to 
check on the _ radioactivity 
aboard the Lucky Dragon and 
to see what assistance his lab- 
oratory could be to the crew 
men. A short time later the 
American expert on fallout 
flew to Yaizu and lugged: an 
armful of instruments abroad 
the Lucky Dragon and meas- 
ured the radioactive contam- 
ination. The jaunty AEC ex- 
pert refused to put on gloves, 
mask or protective clothing 
and rather horrified some of 
the Japanese scientists by his 
nonchalance. 

Eisenbud found that the 
decks of the boat were by now 
free from any loose fallout 
dust, so he used a vacuum 
cleaner to suck up some dust 
buried in cracks between the 
pine planking of the decks. 
At the hospital Eisenbud was 
given a cool reception by the 
Japanese doctors, who made a 
point of emphasizing that he 
had neither a Ph.D nor an 
M.D. degree. It was evident 
that a distinct note of hostility 
had arisen between the Ameri- 
cans and Japanese with re- 
spect to the Lucky Dragon 
fishermen. Relationships be- 
came more strained as more 
reports from the United 
States confused the issue. 

Senator Pastore’s interview 
in which he asserted that the 
stories about the Bikini in- 
cident had exaggerated the 
actual situation was a case in 
point. Japanese reaction to 
Pastore’s press interview was 
instant and agonized, Stress 
was laid on Dr. Masao 
Tsuzuki's testimony before the 


Welfare Committee of the 
House of Representatives 
(March 22), where the emi- 


nent atomic specialist testified 
that 10 per cent of the Lucky 
Dragon crew might die. “I 
have so far kept this to my- 
self,” stated Dr. Tsuzuki, “‘lest 
it should give a shock to the 
patients, but please remem- 
ber that acute radiation dis- 
ease is never to be belittled.” 


Facts about the condition of 
the fishermen who were hos- 
pitalized at Yaizu were still 
obscured the uncertainty 
about the actual dose of radia- 
tion which they had received. 
When Dr. Morton made his 
optimistic prediction about the 
recovery of the crew, he had 
examined only two of the fish- 
ermen and he could not have 
received any reliable estimate 
of their radiation dose. Fur- 
thermore, there was no pre- 
cedent in medical science for 
evaluating the impact of radia- 
tion which penetrated the 
whole body, as well as super- 
ficial radiation which was ab- 
sorbed in the surface layers 
of body tissue. And at the 
time there was no estimate of 
the amount of radioactive 
material the men might have 
swallowed or breathed in. 
From all of this it must be 
concluded that the first week 
after the first men were hos- 
pitalized was a premature 
moment to place any bets on 
the outcome of their illness.

In the hospital at Yaizu the 
fishermen were undergoing 
many new experiences. Few of 
them had ever been to a hos- 
pital in their lives, so many 
routine medical procedures 
made a deep impression on 
them Susumu Misaki, _ the 
wheelman, was given a blood 
transfusion and he was over- 
whelmed by the sight of so 
much blood. He thought: If I 
need so much blood, then my 
life will not last very long. 
But he was grateful to the un- 
known person who donated 
the blood for him. 
After hearing the 
fearful stories about 
fects of radioactivity, the 
crewmen became so worried 
about what might happen to 
them that they asked the doc- 
tors to stay in the room with 
them at night. The attending 
doctors gladly complied so 
that the men might have more 
peace of mind. The doctors 
also talked over with the ‘sea- 
men the advisability of trans-

ferring to ‘Tokyo hospitals 
where there would be better 
facilities for treating them. 
Some of the crew were will- 


ing to go to Tokyo, but others 


were afraid. They would be 
transported in American mili- 
tary plane, and they had heard 
wild rumors that they would 
be flown away to some mili- 
tarv base. These impression- 
able young sailors who had 
spent most of their lives in a 
small fishing village or on the 


open ocean had a deep-seated 


suspicion of authority. They 
even argued that in Tokyo 
they could not get the fresh 
fish which they enjoyed in 
Yaizu. But even more impor- 


tant, they felt, was the fact 
that they would be separated 
from their families, 


Presumably, the big factor 
in persuading the crewmen 
to transfer to Tokyo was the 
general decline in their phy- 
sical condition. Initially, 
blood counts did not show 
a very abnormal white cell 
count, but this changed 
gradually and kept slipping 
lower during the second 
week at Yaizu. Then, too, 
epilation became prevalent 
among almost all the crew- 
men. The sailors realized 
that they were not going to 
be released from the hos- 
pital very soon and they fin- 
ally agreed to go to Tokyo. 


A C-54 military air transport 
was flown to the Shizuoka air- 
port to transfer the patients. 
Friends of the fishermen gath- 
ered at the airport to see them 
off. All but four of the crew- 
men walked to the waiting air- 
plane, the others were carried 
on stretchers. Engineer Talca- 
shi Suzuki was running a high 
fever and was very ill, so his 
worried wife was allowed to 
board the plane and accompany 
him on the flight. For most of 
the crewmen it was their first 
plene ride, but their natural 
excitement over the big event 
was curbed by worries as to 
what the future held in store 
for them. Aikichi Kuboyama 
with his technical inclination 
was much interested in the air 
trip and struck up an acquain- 
tance with one of the Ameri- 
can officers aboard. The mili- 
tary man conveyed his sympa- 
thies to the crewmen, pointing 
out that he had married a 
Japanese woman. He told Ku- 
boyama: “It is America’s great 
fault that you are all like this,” 
adding, “Gomen-na-sai (Please 
forgive us).” 

The radioman said that he 
was glad to hear such words of 
sympathy even if they should 
not be the truth. Kuboyama 
expressed the philosophy that 
the United States as the victor 
in the last war might well view 
the Japanese reaction to bomb 
tests along the lines of: “You 
are a beaten nation. How dare 
you make such a noise about 
becoming guinea pigs to one 
or two H-bombs!” 

The hour-long flight termi- 
nated with a smooth landing 
at Tokyo's Haneda airport, 
where the patients were quick- 
ly conveyed to two hospitals. 
Within an hour all the 21 men 
were resting in three hospital 
ward rooms.

LATE IN THE SUMMER of 
1945 we camped*one evening 
on the upper Current, not far 
from the mouth of Blair's 
creek. As we unloaded the 
canoe, the sun dropped behind 
the bluff opposite our gravel 
bar and swallows came to hunt 
insects above the pool where 
the water ran blue and deep. 
A spike buck crossed in the 


shallows above camp as we 
pitched the tent; and afterward 
I baited up with a chub min- 
now to try for a wall-eyed pike 
while supper was cooking. 


We couldn't help thinking 
even in that day how rare a 
thing this is becoming in Amer- 
ica — this wilderness stream 
with its forest-lined banks, 
crystal springs, deep hollows 
where wildflowers bloom in in- 
comparable profusion, shy 
white-tailed deer and solitary 
great blue heron. And we felt 
considerable satisfaction over 
the fact that one of the Current 
river dam sites we had recently 
defeated. was right here at 
Blair's creek. 


Those who have never trav- 
ersed such a river as the Cur- 
rent or have floated it only in 
the custody of a guide are like- 
ly to think of this kind of out- 
ing as merely something new 
to do. It is an easy way to fish 
and a mild form of recre- 
ation in pleasant surroundings, 
achieved without much effort. 
On the evening to which I re- 
fer, however, something hap- 
pened to put this matter of 
wilderness travel into true per- 
spective. Just at dusk I caught 
the flash of a paddle in the 
long stretch of still water above 
camp—and a few moments later 
a boat came bounding down 
through the rapid, 


It was obvious that the oc- 
cupants of this craft were 
not experienced rivermen. 
Oftener than not they were 
sideways to the current, so 
that the slightest encounter 
with an obstruction would 
inevitably tip the upstream 
side of the boat under water 
and flip it over. It was in 
my mind that if they had 
been on the river all day, 
this must certainly have hap- 
pened more than once. Soon 
the boatmen, who proved to 
be a pair of 18-year-old 
youngsters from the city, 
sighted our campfire and 
pulled ashore to talk with 
us. And since their first re- 
quest was for dry matches, 
I knew we had guessed right 
about the ddy’s mishaps.

The boat was 


a sorry affair they had bought 


from a farmer upstream and 
would abandon at the end of 
the journey. Their tent con- 
sisted of a canvas tarpaulin— 
and their grub-box of a card- 
board carton now water-soaked 
and containing only a few 
canned goods, since the river 
had claimed most of their sup- 
plies. There had been no one 
to tell them where to camp 
to avoid the mosquitoes, at 
what springs to fill their water 
jug, or which “chute” to take 
when the river split and ran 
both ways around an island. 
But they were both scheduled 
for Army duty when the trip 
ended—and they were having 
a wonderful time. This was 
their first taste of wilder- 
ness — and would be their 
last taste of freedom for a long 
time to come. Despite discom- 
fort they were savoring it to 
the utmost. We told them to 
pull up their boat, stretch thefr 
tarp not far from out tent and 
throw in with us for supper; 
all of which they were glad 
to do. 


Here is, it seems to me, 
the very essence of the 
meaning of an incomparable 
wild-country stream like the 
Current — which is often 
called “the most )eautiful 
small river on the North 
American continent.” Al- 
though no longer absolute 
wilderness, it is as close to it 
as we will ever achieve again 
in middle United States. It 
was truly wilderness to the 
pair of youngsters whom we 
encountered on that summer 
evening—and is a soul-re- 
freshing place today for the 
experienced woodsman or 
the most cosmopolitan so- 
phisticate. 


IT HAS BEEN said truly 
that “wilderness is a resource 
that can shrink but never 
grow.” It has great value for 
recreation, to sciefice and for 
wildlife.

Actor Clark Gable-- 
Salute to An Old Pro 


. THIS IS A SALUTE to an old pro, Clark Gable has always 
been a first-rate actor, a factor often overlooked because of a 
slough of films, especially since World War II,-designed merely 
to show off his personality, that old virile magnetism. But 
now he has two new pictures 
showing in town, both excel- 
lent in their fields, which give 
him a chance to act diversified 
roles, and he comes through 
with strong and skilled per- 
formances which mark him the 
old pro that he is. \ 

At the Fox, in George Seat- 
on’s “Teacher's Pet,” he de- 
livers an expertly comic-realis- 
tic portrayal of a city editor of 
a big New York newspaper, a 
tough, cynical and aggressive 
exponent of the guts, blood 
and sex kind of journalism, 
proud that he worked his way 
up with little education, and 
contemptuous of the intellec- 
tual type of journalism and 
the Phi Beta Kappa type of 
reporter. He plays broadly, in 
the comedy scenes. He is not 
afraid to mug a bit. But it 
adds up to sure, deft comedy, and we are reminded that Gable 
won an Oscar for another comedy role in “It Happened One 
Night” in 1934. 


At the Orpheum, he is playing a deadly serious 
dramatic role in “Run Silent, Run Deep.” He is an 
American submarine commander on the prowl to de- 
stroy a Japanese sub trap which is sinking American 
underseas craft. He is a ruthlessly driving, rugged, 
cold-blooded and sternly dedicated man of single- 
minded intensity. He dominates the picture with the 
strength of his portrayal, just as he dominates his 
antagonistic executive officer and sullen crew. 


. HAVING THESE TWO EXCEPTIONALLY GOOD PIC- 
TURES released at the same time is a fine lift for the famous 
‘actor who has been plagued with unsatisfactory vehicles since 
he returned from the Air Force in World War Il. “Command 
Decision” (1949) was his one really strong picture in that time 
up to now; in that he gave a performance of great force and 
authority. There were a few other pretty good ones since, like 
-“Any Number Can Play” in 1949, “Never Let Me Go” and 
“Mogambo” in 1953, and “The Tall Men,” in 1955, but mostly 
the films did little more than exploit the durable sex-appeal 
and rugged he-man personality. The famous Gable squint got 
squintier, but the go-to-hell rakish look ,the sardonic semi-leer 
with which he sized up a woman had a magnetism which had 
made him so ideal for Rhett Butler in “Gone With the Wind,” 
and which still surpasses that of any young bobby-soxers’ idol.

The 
contents are 37 songs associated with the Ellington orchestra's 
career from 1930 to 1953, plus two works of last year by Elling- 
ton and his composing cohort Billy Strayhorn. These are 
“The E and D Blues,” and “Portrait of Ella Fitzgerald,” a 
four-movement suite.

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Poisons Are 
Threat to 
Space Men

In a preceding article it was 
shown how the shock of the 
rocket as it blasts away from 
earth and the wéightlessness 
which follows add to the prob- 
lems of boredom and’ res d 
movement. 


Also, of course, the man in 
space will be exposed to radia- 
tions. ‘ However, except for 

rimary cosmic rays — which 

e must live with—these can 
be filtered and thus do not 
present a hazard. But there 
are further complications. 


Whether we like it or not, 
the human body is a formid- 
able poison generator. It gen- 
erates poisons not only in ex- 
haled air and the body wastes, 
put in other ways as well. 


These poisons, by-products 
of human life, are normally 
diffused into the atmosphere 
and dissipated. But the space 
ship is a prison-like structure 
made expressly to retain all 
the atmosphere and not let it 


escape. 

THE SUBJECT of body pol- 
sons has fascinated mankind 
for many years. 

. Consider the story of actors 
dying when gilded to resemble 
a statue. Or ask a deep sea 
diver what happens within his 
rubber suit when compressed 
air is serving only his copper 
helmet. 

Perspiring skin excretes po- 
tassium, lactic acid and sodium 
chloride, And while we are 
on chemical names, let's look 
at the normal metabolic prod- 
ucts of the human body. They 
include ammonia, carbon diox- 
ide, ethereal sulphates, nitro- 
gen, hydrogen, indgle, skatole, 
hydrogen sulphide, phenol and 
various amines. 

The plain act of breathing 
exhales carbon dioxide, oxygen 
and water. 

And there are still more 
names. Volatile compounds dif- 
fused from the blood include 
nitrogen, acefoacetic acid, me- 
thané, hydrogen and a whole 
list of volatile oils characteris- 
tic of certain food intakes. 

What this adds up to is that 
a space pilot isn’t going to be 
very happy or, in fact, exist 
very long if these chemicals 
aren't disposed of quickly. 

The human system can't 
stand more than 25 parts per 
million of the nitrogen and 
hydrogen compounds, for ex- 
ample, and all of us know what 
happens when you run a car 
engine in a closed garage and 
carbon monoxide reaches 100 
parts per million. 

SO FAR we haven't even 
considered other sources of 
poison. 

There’s the carbon monoxide 
from any heating source; the 
highly toxic acrolein produced 
by cooking fats; the chlorine, 
arsine and stibine from electric 
batteries (one-tenth of one part 
of stibine per million is dead- 
ly); the toxie fumes from rock- 
et fuel; and, of course, the 
rocket exhausts that might leak 
back into the space ship. 

Industrial chemists have 
established the toxicity of some 
of these substances and con- 
tinued research will uncover 
the marginal poisons. 

Meanwhile space medicine 
doctors are setting up experi- 
ments to solve the problems of 
keeping’ the inside of a space 
ship healthy. 

They are studying two main 
methods. One is to clean the 
ship chemically, just as some 
breathing devices change car- 
bon dioxide into a harmless 
carbonate. 

The ‘other is by a fréezing 
process. Here the trick is to 
freeze all the waste gases with- 
in the ship, and then recover 
from the frozen mixture those 
useable gases like water vapor 
and oxygen. 

Although the freezing process 
seems more complicated it may 
actually turn out to be the 
easier of the two methods.

Kentucky a Vacationland 
With Scenic Appeal 
And Wide Variety 


Less than 350 miles from St. 
Louis is a vacationland with 
variety and scenic appeal. 


In the heart of Kentucky’s 
“cave country,” near Cave City, 
Mammoth Cave with its scenic 
wonders far underground at- 
tracts many visitors. 

The cave’s more. than 150 
miles of explored passageways 
on five levels are shown on 
sevéral separate routes, with 
tour parties scheduled fre- 
quently each day. 

A short trip of an hour and 
a half includes a boat ride on 
Crystal Lake, Frozen Niagara, 


the largest formation in the 
cave, and the Drapery Room 
with its colorful stalactites, 


stalagmites and flowstone for- 
mations. 

Another popular route is the 
three-hour, Echo River trip. 
The tour passes wooden vats 
used during the War of 1812 to 
extract nitrates from the cave 
earth. It continues on to 
Booth’s theater, where Edwin 
Booth recited Hamlet to Cave 
visitors during the 1870s, and 
along winding channels ‘ead- 
ing to Lake Lethe, Natural 
Bridge, Shakespeare's Galleries 
and to Echo river, the cave's 
lowest level, 360 feet beneath 
the surface. 

There is an all-day trip that 
includes most of the features 
on the two shorter trips and 
many additional attractions, 
including the Snowball dining 
room, where luncheon is served 
267 feet underground. Recent 
improvements to this section 
of the cave include new lunch- 
room facilities, comfort station 
and a freight elevator 

It is not necessary, however, 
to be a “Cave man” to enjoy a 
vacation in this 51,000-acre 
National Park 

Recreational facilities include 


shuffleboard, tennis, croquet, 
and ping pong. A short hike 
leads to Green river, where 


there are fishing and sightsee- 
ing boat trips on what is called 
“the crookedest river in the 
world.” A museum at the park 
contains historical and scien- 
tific exhibits from the cave and 
the park area 

Mammoth Cave Hotel and 
cottages are open throughout 
the year. Additional summer 
facilities include woodland cab- 
ins. Facilities are also provid- 
ed for camping, picnicking and 
trailer parking There is a 
choice of motels in the vicinity 
for those who prefer to stay 
outside the park. 

For an added treat on a Ken- 
tucky vacation, Lake Cumber- 
land State Park at Jamestown 
is within easy driving distance 
of Mammoth Cave. The lake, 
impounded by Wolf Creek 
Dam, has a shoreline of 1255 


miles and offers excellent 
small and largemouth bass 
fishing. A modern boat dock 


is located in the park area pro- 
viding fishing necessities, boats 
and motors

National Society of Colonial Dantes Has Restored 
and Refurnished Histotic Home in Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Mo.; Pilgrimage Planned for Wednesday. 
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By Margaret Allen Ruhl 
HE NATIONAL SOCIETY OF COLONIAL DAMES OF 


Tantrtca in the State of Missouri today begins the most . 


important week in its 62-year-old history. It is preparing 
for the opening of the Louis Bolduc House, historic home 


of a French provincial fam- 
ily in Ste. Genevieve, Mo., 
owned by the society, which 
has been restored and re- 
furnished to coincide with 
the era, about 1770, when it 
was built. 

According to Dr. Ernest 
Allen Connally of the de- 
partment of ‘ architecture, 
University of Illinois, who 
for two years has been an 
architectural historian and 
advisor to “the Dames,” 
Bolduc House is one of the 
largest, most complete and 
most characteristic French 
colonial houses extant. “In 
addition it is, perhaps, the 
oldest house in the Missis- 
sippi valley,” Dr. Connally 
has said. 

Lead miner, merchant and 
planter, Louis Bolduc was not 
a person of historical im- 
portance, but “simply a 
prosperous habitant of the 
Illinois country.” His home, 
when given to the Colonial 
Dames in 1949 by the late 
Miss Mary Reber, was an 
“architectural derelict.” In 
the intervening years inter- 
jor partitions, floors and 
other items of relatively late 
date were removed. 

The house has emerged a 
completed and authentically 
restored building, surrounded 
by a tall stockade fence such 
as was used in early Ste. 


Genevieve. 
The Missouri Society of 
Colonial Dames shares its 


pride of accomplishment with 
Dr. Connally and also with 


Charles Nagel, director of 
City Art Museum, and 
Charles van Ravenswaay, 
director of Missouri Histori- 
¢al Society, who have not 
only served as advisors but 
who made a trip to Canada, 
where they purchased French 
provincial antiques with 
which to furnish the House. 


In opening the house to 
the public “the Dames” have 
departed from their an- 
nounced custom of shunning 
publicity. They are aware of 
the value of Bolduc House 
to posterity as an example 
of French colonial art and 
life in the United States, 
made possible by the gen- 
erosity of members of the 
Dames, especially of Miss 
Reber and Mrs. Harry 
Bailey Mathews Jr., who a 
week or two ago was elected 
president of the Missouri 
Society. 

The house is staffed for 
visitors by members of the 
Ste. Genevieve Women’s 
Club, who share in the rev- 
enue from admissions.

N IMPORTANT PART of the city’s battle against 

blight is being waged with such unspectacular 
weapons as paint brushes, hammers, spades, 
trowels and leaflets. Coupled with numerous neigh- 
borly conversations, some blunt talk and occasional 
court action, these weapons have wrought impressive 
transformations in three St. Louis neighborhoods. 

Located in widely separated sections of the city, 
the neighborhoods had one thing in common: Fingers 
of deterioration were scratching away at many of the 
dwellings and at that essential element of a livable city 
—community pride. In short, the welcome mat was out 
for eventual slum conditions. 

The transformations are being accomplished 
through the neighborhood rehabilitation program, in 
which citizens and the city work together to bring new 
life to old but essentially sound areas. Achievements 
in the three neighborhoods have an importance that 
extends far beyond their boundaries. The conditions 
being attacked prevail in 17 per cent of the city’s blocks. 
In these blocks live nearly one of every four St. 
Louisans. 

In its final report last year, the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey classified neighborhood rehabilitation as 
one of the city’s most essential needs. St. Louis, the 
survey said, “must move swiftly to halt further dete- 
rioration and blight” in sections where housing still is 


mies oy to good. 

ut despite the urgency of the rehabilitation prob- 
lem, the neighborhood program must compete for 
appropriations with other equally important services. 
And, like the other services, it is feeling the impact 
of the city’s financial plight. The program was slowed 
last year when the Board of Aldermen took revenues 


that previously had been earmarked specifically for 
the work and put them in the city’s general funds. 

The new municipal budget, now before the Alder- 
men, would continue rehabilitation efforts at about the 
current rate. However, another means of s ing the 
program is being explored. The 1955 bond issue con- 
tained $4,000,000 for capital improvements by the city 
in rehabilitation areas. Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
told the Post-Dispatch that efforts are being made "to 
determine if it would be feasible and legally possible 
to use bond issue funds to step up inspection services.” 

In the inspection phase, every dwelling in the 
designated neighborhoods is checked for compliance 
with the minimum housing standards ordinance. The 
regulation specifies minimum requirements for lighting, 
sanitary facilities, floor space per person and the like. 

As owners bring their property up to standard, the 
city carries out park, playground, traffic and other im- 

rovements. The net result is a tidy, attractive neigh- 

rhood, as a drive through the Hyde Park or Cherokee 
areas—where projects are nearing completion—will 
reveal. Substantial progress is being made in the West 
End section. Many of the improvements go beyond 
anything required by law, an evidence of a new neigh- 
borhood spirit of co-operation. 

And the program has distinct financial benefits as 
well. Mayor Tucker says: 

"To the city, neighborhood rehabilitation is im- 
portant because if the property in an area is allowed 
to depreciate, the taxes paid will not cover the cost of 
maintaining the necessary municipal services. If this 
happens, the tax burden must be passed on to other 
ae of the city. Slums are expensive to eliminate

IRE AT A PETROLEUM TANK FARM in Newport News, 

Virginia, turned into an inferno that raged out of 

control for 40 hours and caused damage estimated 
at $2,000,000. Before firemen could get close enough with 
a foam tower to smother the blaze, 14 of the farm’s 21 
huge storage tanks—each with a capacity of 20,000 to 
41,000 gallons—were destroyed. The tower, hurried to 
the scene from Norwalk, is a device that hooks over the 
edge of a tank and sprays a heavy concentration of 
foam on the burning fuel. 

An explosion in a steam generating plant caused 
the fire, which spread quickly to tanks containing diesel 
oil and high octane gasoline. It was fought by some 
700 men from volunteer and regular fire department units 
in nearby communities and from N bases. The big 
25,000,000 - gallon terminal, owned by Standard Oil 
Company, was built less than two years ago on a I16- 
acre site on the Newport News waterfront.

The state wants 
to take about one-fifth of the Tuscarora Indian Res- 
ervation near Niagara Falls for a power project. 
The Indians refuse to give up the land, even though 
offered $1000 an acre. The dispute developed into 
physical conflict when four surveyors began work 
on the 6248-acre reservation. 

About 150 Tuscaroras, some in Indian dress, 
stood in front of the surveyors’ instruments, tore u 
stakes, started two grass fires and scuffled wi 
sheriff's deputies. Soon scores of Mohawks, Ca- 
yugas, Senecas, Oneidas and Onondagas appeared 
to lend their support. 

The Indians contend the land was deeded to 
them by federal treaty in 1824. The New York 
Power Authority claims that only a small portion 
of the reservation is covered by the treaty. About 
700 Tuscaroras, members of the Iroquois family, 
live on the reservation. 

After three days of minor incidents, including 
the arrest of three Indians and one surveyor on dis- 
turbance charges, the Tuscaroras switched their 
strategy to passive resistance. While the Indians 
and surveyors stood eyeing each other, 62 state 
troopers and deputies watched from the sidelines. 
At the end of a hectic week a federal restraining 
order was issued against the power authority, pro- 
hibiting its men from entering the reservation.

The hit that flopped 


by SOPHIE TUCKER 


On June 21, 1909, I learned the most important les- 
son of my life. It was this: No matter how talented 
you are, you get nowhere in life if people resent you. 

I had just been signed by Florenz Ziegfeld to appear 
in his famous Follies. Ziegfeld was paying me $100 a 
week, twice what I had earned in burlesque. This was 
my big opportunity, and I was determined to make the 
most of it. 

I went to Irving Berlin, an old friend, and had him 
write special songs for me. I rehearsed for eight weeks, 
but no one connected with the show, including Mr. 
Ziegfeld, paid the slightest attention to me. 

Then the cast went to Atlantic City for a tryout. 
On opening night, June 21, | sang my numbers and 
stopped the show cold. I was such a tremendous suc- 
cess that the stars of the show were furious. 

That night Mr. Ziegfeld sent for me. He told me 
that the stars objected to my special numbers, that I'd 
sprung a surprise on them, that henceforth I would be 


restricted to one number. My part was cut to nothing. 

At first I was resentful. But gradually I realized 
that resentment was the cause of my trouble — other 
people's resentment. 

I decided then and there that I would become so 
unique a standout that others never would feel I was 
competing against them. I therefore developed an off- 
beat rhythm style in which I sang behind the tempo 
of the music. I dressed in the most individual — and 
expensive —- costumes I could afford. I also made it 
a point to ingratiate myself with audiences. Whenever 
I played clubs, I mixed with the audience after the 
show. I learned that to get along in show business 
being liked was almost as valuable as uniqueness, and 
more valuable than talent. 

This also is true of life. People who rise to the top 
are not afraid of being different. But they make it a 
point to have their difference pleasing, rather than 
competitive. &

A 5-step plan to conquer cancer 


N THE TIME it takes you to read this page, caricer 

will kill one American man, woman or child. 

Cancer figures in my own political career, for I am 
filling the seat left vacant by the late Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg, a great statesman struck down by the 
terrible disease. 

Since his death in 1951, the U-S. Senate has lost 
Brien McMahon, Robert A. Taft and Matthew Neely 
to cancer. Millions of lesser known, but equally loved, 
victims add to the long, heartbreaking list. 

Still the death toll mounts. Last year 250,000 
Americans died of cancer. This year the figure will be 
255,000. This year, too, 550,000 of us will learn for 
the first time that we have cancer. 

Hardly a day passes that I do not ask myself: Is 
there anything that we — as a nation — can do to 
hasten the day when cancer is brought under control? 

The answer is an unequivocal yes! We can speed 
the cures for the various lethal forms of cancer if we 
mobilize our efforts wisely. It will take two things, 
money and scientific organization. 

True, the Federal Government (through the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute ), the American Cancer Society 
and other agencies already spend about $100,000,000 
a year on cancer research and supporting work. But 
that is far from enough. 

For a single year, that total represents about 1/30 
of what we, as a nation, bet on horses — and less 
than | per cent of what we spend for liquor. 


The Present Needs 


I would like to propose a five-point program to ac- 
celerate the battle to conquer cancer. To that end, I 
believe we must commit our total resources now. 

First, a “cancer summit meeting” should be called 
at once. Top health officials of the U.S., the Soviet 
Union and other nations should meet immediately, 
and regularly thereafter, to pool knowledge. Combin- 
ing the efforts of all nations will hasten the inevitable 
day of victory. 

Second, we should attack the shortage of scientific 
manpower and research facilities which are prime 
limiting factors in an all-out fight against cancer. 

Third, the National Cancer Institute, in addition 
to its research grants, should be authorized to provide 
university scholarships to selected students. The schol- 
arships would be given in return for specified terms of 
service in cancer research after graduation. 

Fourth, the Institute should be autherfted to bor-

row scientific personnel from industry and from other 
private agencies. 

Fifth, the Inctitute should be empowered to grant 
funds for renovation of obsolete cancer laboratories 
and for the erection of modern structures. 

These steps would do a great deal to speed results 
against cancer. Of course, much progress already has 
been made. Today, for example, one of three persons 
attacked by cancer can be saved. Contrast this with 
the figure of a generation ago: only one in seven. 

Still, the causes of the disease are unknown. Cancer 
scientists still are seeking a grain of sand in the desert. 
The search leads through biology, chemistry, physics. 
Each aspect of life must be probed to discover the 
mysterious laws which govern the growth of the cell, 
the basic unit of life. 


Gambling in No Man’s Land 


Thus, research leads deeper and deeper into the 
unknown in an effort to find why certain cells run 
wild in the malignant state celled cancer. As one sci- 
entist has said, “In cancer research, you walk into a 
no man’s land where the road signs are few and the 
darkness is heavy.” 

At times, to cast the necessary light, you must 
gamble. You must travel down expensive research 
avenues in quest of the ultimate answers. 

That is what Russia did to launch the first earth 
satellite. Russia gambled with Sputnik — and won. 

Gambling, expensive gambling, may be necessary to 
speed cancer research. Until we can say that we are 
employing every weapon against the vicious killer, 
we have not begun to fight. 

Building an army of creative scientists does not 
come cheaply. Nor does expansion of our medical 


- plant. Nor does the necessary communications cam- 


paign to reach our people through schools and all the 
mass media. But we are a rich nation. We can afford 
these things. 

A nation which has solved many of the mysteries of 
atomic energy, which found the cure for polio and 
gave it to the world, surely can unravel the mysteries 
of cancer. Such a scientific breakthrough certainly 
will touch the hearts of millions the world over and 
remind them once again that American science is 
devoted to peace.

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1 SCHOOL 


an ‘old-fashioned’ education 


by CYRUS L. OYER 


BABYLON, N.Y. 
In New York City not long ago, a high-school student 
stood before Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz. The judge 
was staggered to learn that the boy was unable to spell 
some of the simple words on his junior-high diploma. 

And in a Midwestern college, the director of ad- 
missions shook his head in perplexity. A number of 
freshmen, he had discovered, thought Theodore Roose- 
velt was president before the Civil War. 

You probably have heard similar stories about 
poorly educated youngsters. But you won't find any of 
this.among the students at my school. That's because 
this institution is run with a firm belief in the old- 
fashioned virtues, including hard work and discipline. 

When my boys and girls receive their diplomas, 
they have a hard core of knowledge in the arts, the 
sciences and the humanities. They have learned how 
to study. They have learned how to think. And they 
van spell the words on their diplomas. 

Otherwise, | can tell you, they don’t graduate. 

Now why am I sounding off like this? You are hear- 
ing much talk these post-Sputnik days about “soft” 
American high schools, about the teaching of so-called 
trivia, about the lack of emphasis on science and 
mathematics. 

Some of this unquestionably is true. I've heard that 
a few schools actually offer credit for corridor duty 
and library assistance. At one school, time is devoted 
to discussing clothes ,— how to pick them and how 
to wear them. Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
said recently that half our high schools offer no mod- 
ern foreign language, 33 per cent no intermediate 
algebra, 43 per cent no physics and 20 per cent no 
plane geometry. 7 

Clearly, many schools can stand tightening and 
overhauling. 


“My School Is Typical” 


But the impression has.gotten around that all high 
schools are shameful wastes of time. The feeling is 
growing that secondary education is just one wow of 
a social experience and precious little else. 

This is not only false but dangerous. 

_ [ ought to know. I have been a school principal 22 
years and I know many schools which believe in high, 
rigid, exacting standards. My school, Babylon High, 
is just one. It’s typical of a good many others. 

Our school is in a village 35 miles east of New 
York City — not wealthy, not poor, just average. 
You'll find no imported marble or expensive paneling 
in our corridors. We believe in spending money on 
libraries and laboratories. We want the best. And we 


want the best from our students. We believe the way 
to get it is to be strict in four main areas: 

1) Homework. We believe in it. We don’t accept 
the notion that a youngster should do all his studying 
at school and be left free the rest of the day to follow 
his own inclinations. I've heard claims that this pro- 
duces a more “rounded” individual. If it does, it also 
is certain to create a pretty thinly educated one. 

For every 40 minutes of class work, a student at 
Babylon High is assigned 40 minutes of homework. 
On the average, a youngster must do between three 
and four hours of preparation a night. 

An unprepared student stays late to make up. If his 
unpreparedness occurs often, he goes to our guidance 
department. If it persists, we have a conference with 
his parents. The student continually is checked to keep 
him on the ball. 

2) Tests. We believe in tests, lots of them and 
stiff ones. Frequently teachers spring tests without 
warning. Unfair? We don’t think so. What's unfair 
about expecting a pupil to keep abreast of his work? 

We require each boy and girl to pass a three-hour 
examination in each course every year. This is in addi- 
tion to Regents tests given by the state. 

I've heard of schools which do not tell pupils how 
they made out on tests for fear of giving them a sense 
of inferiority. Our students are told promptly. We 
take the attitude that a youngster’s psyche doesn’t 
bruise quite so easily. 

3) Discipline. We don't tolerate misbehavior of

any sort. Our standards of conduct are strictly old- 
school, namely: rules are rules and must be obeyed. 
We don’t take the stand that “Oh, well, kids are kids 
and have to let off steam.” That's for the football 
stadium. 

If misbehavior occurs, we handle things quietly 
and efficiently. If the offense is serious, the offender 
is taken home by an attendance officer after the prin- 
cipal has telephoned the parents to expect him. That 
day, a letter goes out explaining that the .youngster 
will not be re-entered until a parent comes to school. 
Almost invariably, parents come in next day. 


Better Grooming, Better Work 


Three years ago we banned sloppy clothes at our 
school, We did this because we felt that attitudes to- 
ward dress can affect conduct and lead to slovenly 
schoolwork and careless thinking. The students have 
co-operated beautifully. They look well and, more im- 
portant, they act well. 

4) Courses of study. We don’t believe in letting a 
student choose from a supermarket-type display of a 
large variety of courses, among which he hopes to 
find a good sprinkling of “snaps.” Babylon has no 
snaps. We don’t feel that students go to high school 
for a social experience. We take the view that they 
come to feed their minds. 

Thus for graduation we require passage of stiff 
courses in English, science, mathematics, history and 
health. A student must take a “major sequence,” con-

sisting of three years in a chosen field 
— but this field is restricted to the 
major areas of study. | 

And if a youngster does not com- 
plete all his credits, neither pleas nor 
tears can squeeze him through. Last 
year nearly 5 per cent of our- seniors 
failed to graduate by a half-point. They 
had to go to summer school to win their 
diplomas. 

I'll tell you something which may 
astonish you. It’s not unusual for a 
student who has scored 85 on a test to 
receive a stern lecture for doing poorly, 
while one who gets 75 is not called on 
the carpet. Why? Because if a student 
who has consistently scored 95 sud- 
denly dives 10 points, we want to know 
the reason. We consider a 95 student 
who gets a few 85s more deficient than 
a 75 student who keeps getting 75. 

And a student who can complete a 
40-minute assignment in 15 minutes is 
not just considered lucky. He is given 
longer and harder jobs to do. If you 
think this makes youngsters resentful, 
you're wrong. They're grateful because 
they want to do more, learn more. 

Basically we believe that every 
youngster should study up to the limits 
of his mental capacity. If an A science 
student has room in his schedule for 
an elective, he has to have a pretty good 
reason for choosing a course other than 
more science. 


What Is a Frill? 


While I am on the subject of courses 
of study, I would like to inject a word 
about “frills.” U.S. schools are being 
compared to Russian schools and all 
instruction which doesn’t seem to be 
strictly business is labeled with that 
derisive term. 

Yet a physics course actually can be 
a frill — and a cooking class import- 
ant. Suppose a physics teacher tells his 
students, “Those who wish can bring 
radios next month and we'll try to fix 
them up.” If the students who do not 
bring radios are permitted to loaf, that 
course is the frilliest of frills. On the 
other hand, a cooking course that re- 
quires tests, homework and reports can 
be valuable. 

With all this, do we believe school 
should be pleasant, even fun? We do. 
We do not believe that relaxation

should be reserved for after-school 
hours or off-school areas. 

Thus, when our students finish 
lunch, they can stroll into the gym and 
dance to records. If some jazz enthusi- 
asts want to bring their instruments, 
that’s all right, too. Others can go to 
our audio-visual room and _ watch 
movies. 


Staying In Step 


There are shady walks and athletic 
facilities. Sometimes teachers even act 
as lonely-hearts advisers to youngsters 
with romantic problems. I've func- 
tioned in that capacity myself. 

Finally, no school is worth much 
without a dedicated faculty. This we 
have, plus a school superintendent with 
vision — Gerald W. Anderson. 

That's our school. We're proud of it, 
and we're backing the American sys- 
tem of education. There is some soft- 
ness in it, some need to step up pro- 
grams. But it always has adapted to 
change. 

Not long ago Charles F. Kettering, 
former General Motors reseafch di- 
rector, said: “There’s nothing wrong 
with the science program in the U.S. 
People should quit talking about it as 
though there was. | think the science 
program should be stepped up but 
that’s not because of the launching of 
the sputniks. Normal advancements 
bring certain changes. School curricula 
should be brought up to date with this 
in mind.” 

They are being brought up to date. 
It’s time Americans realized that. 

Yes, I run a strict school — but so 
do principals in many communities. 
We know the challenge of our enor- 
mous responsibilities toward your chil- 
dren. Toward our children —- my own 
daughter is a senior at Babylon High. 

We accept the challenge. We are 
meeting it head-on. =

Floridas new 


A shell collector's paradise,

| FORT MYERS, FLA. 
Elbow-shaped Sanibel Island, crooking into the Gulf 
of Mexico a few miles offshore here, offers tourists a 
low-cost, easygoing, offbeat vacation. 

But not too many vacationers know it. Most who 
come to Sanibel are attracted by the waves of seashells 
washed onto the beaches by the warm waters of the 
Gulf. Each half-hour ferry trip from Punta Rassa 
brings several dozen avid shell collectors in search of 
rare specimens. Few stay more than an afternoon. 

Now some families — the Hanleys of Burlington, 
Vt., shown in these pages, are an example — have rec- 
ognized Sanibel for what it is: an unique opportunity) 
for family recreation and education in an unspoiled 
setting. For just over $100, all six Hanleys — Tex 
and Martha; Lacy, 8; Jessie, 4; Wally, 2, and Lee, 5 
months — spent a week here recently and went home 
sold on Sanibel. 

The children (except Lee) romped in the surf and 
prowled the sands for shells. Martha sunbathed. Tex 
fished. Together, the family picnicked, attended an 
oyster roast and learned something about Sanibel’s 
myriad biicds and fish. 


A Lesson About America 


And they also learned something about America. 
Sanibel (and adjoining Captiva Island ) is almost pure 
playground, one of dozens that speckle Florida and 
thousands around the U.S. As at most other resorts, 
visitors come to Sanibel to relax, but few do. Instead 
they plunge into a busy whirl of activity that begins 
early in the morning and ends late at night. Ameri 
cans, as seen at resorts like Sanibel, are a breed of 
people with tremendous energy and drive — whether 
at work or at play. 

Tex and Martha Hanley pointed out other lessons 
to their children. Geographically, Sanibel is a new 
world to children from Vermont, and different, too, 
from Fort Worth and Clarksdale, Miss., where their 
grandparents live. The trip south took them through

They expected to make a million but... 


It went to the dogs

KANSAS CITY, MO. 
When the idea struck, they knew what it 
meant: Someday soon they both would be 
wealthy. 

It was a simple enough idea. If there is a 
Blue Shield to pay hospital bills for humans, 
why not a “Canine Shield” to pay the medical 
bills of dogs? 

Insurance men Gordon Reabe and Richard 
Nelson shook hands happily over their idea. 
They would offer the millions of U.S. dog 
owners a policy at only $15 a year (“just 4 
cents a day,” Reabe was fond of saying) that 
would free them from worry about medical 
bills for their dogs. And Reabe and Nelson, 
in turn, would be on Easy Street. 

Two and a half years later, after selling 
some 1,000 Canine Shield policies through 
advertising, the partners have yet to hit Easy 
Street — they're nearer the avenue to the 
poor house — but they have learned some 
unexpected things about dogs. 

“Now you'd think,” says a stunned Reabe, 
“that a big dog would always lick a little cat 


in a fight. Yet we insured a big, tough bull- 
dog that tangled with a cat. That dog was 
laid up in a hospital for six weeks. Cost us 
nearly $70 in medical bills.” 

Right from the start the two partners 
made a strict rule: no coverage for maternity 
cases. But they did relax a bit, allowing pay- 
ments for Caesareans. “Well, you wouldn't 
believe it,” says Reabe, who now will believe 
almost anything about dogs, “but about 75 
per cent of Boston terriers and English bull- 
dogs can whelp only by Caesarean section. 
Boy, we really took a beating there.” 

More beatings were on the way. “Lord, 
there isn’t anything a human gets that a dog 
doesn’t get too,” says Reabe. Canine Shield 
policyholders carted their pets to veterinar- 
ians for tonsil operations, snake bites, bee 
stings, colds, bronchitis, hepatitis, gastro- 
intestinal ailments, high blood pressure, hys- 
terectomies, even hardening of the arteries. 
Some had to have operations after dining on 
rubber bands and needles. And one Canine 
Shield dog now is being fitted with contact 
lenses. Groans Reabe: “We paid and paid.” 

“To make things worse,” says Nelson, “we

found that if an owner is a hypochondriac, 
his dog becomes a hypochondriac, too. For 
example, if a hypochondriac complains to 
his doctor about always being out of breath, 
he'll soon start dragging his dog to the vet to 
claim the dog has the same condition. The 
funny thing is, the dog starts huffing and 
puffing, too.” 

The nervous kind of dog cost. the partners 
more money. “A number of the dogs we in- 
sured,” says Reabe, “suffered nervous break- 
downs and had to be treated with tranquilizer 
drugs. And I don’t know how much we spent 
on a big bruising boxer that sat up all night 
and barked his head off. A vet sort of psycho- 
analyzed the dog, along with the owner. He 
found, after a lot of money, that the boxer 
was frustrated because of the affection given 
a newborn baby in the family. The dog’s 
happy now — his owner plays with him at a 
certain time each day —- but we were out of 
pocket over $40.” 

By early this year, Nelson and Reabe 
called it quits, temporarily stopped issuing 
policies. (How much they lost they won't 
say, but Canine Shield is only one part of 


their prosperous insurance business.) “Our 
mistake,” says Reabe, “was offering too much 
for too little. At only 4 cents a day the pet 
owners were rushing their dogs to the vets 
for every little thing. And the vets, knowing 
they'd be paid, were giving their patients the 
best treatment.” 

Canine Shield had been paying up to $75 
for each sickness or injury, to a maximum of 
$150 a year, with the owner paying 20 per 
cent or $10 (whichever was greater) of each 
bill. “We may still charge only $15 a year,” 
says Reabe, “but now we're going to ask the 
owner to pay a higher percentage of the bills. 
That way he won't be in the vet's office every 
other day.” 

Sometime this year Reabe and Nelson hope 
to start issuing policies again. (They may be 
offered by a dog-food maker as an induce- 
ment to buy the product.) In the far future, 
they may heed the pleas of cat-lovers and give 
them more coverage. “I tell you,” says Reabe, 
a light coming into his eyes, “cats are a lot 
better risk than dogs. A little cat gets into an 
accident and that’s the end of it — no hos- 
pitalization, you know what I mean?” @&

EAR BETH MERRIMAN: “Your Bat- 

ter Bread recipe [ PARADE, Jan. 19] 

is wonderful. My family love it and I have 

made several batches. Please give us more 

recipes for simple ‘breads.’ ”*— Mrs. 
R. F., Falmouth, Mass. 

We've received so many gratifying let- 
ters like this that it is a pleasure to meet 
your requests. It’s wonderful to know you 
like to bake. Below is a simple recipe for 
really professional crusty French bread. 
Add hearty pea soup, a fresh fruit salad 
and coffee for a fine meal. 


FRENCH BREAD 


2% cups warm 2 ths. soft 
(110°) water shortening 

1 tbs. sugar Cornmeal 

1 ths, salt Y2 cup water 

1 pkg. active dry V2 tsp. salt 

yeast 1% tsps. cornstarch 

8% cups sifted flour Sesame seed 
Combine first four ingredients; stir to dis- 
solve yeast; let stand 5 minutes. Stir in flour 
and shortening, then work flour in with 
hands. Knead until smooth and elastic. 
Cover; let rise in warm place until doubled. 
Shape into three balls. Let rest 15 minutes. 
Shape each ball into a roll 15” long, tapered 
at each end. Place on baking sheet liberally 
sprinkled with cornmeal. Cover with towel; 
let rise until light. Meanwhile combine water, 
remaining salt and cornstarch. Cook and stir 
until thickened and clear. Brush over loaves; 
sprinkle tops with sesame seed. Make several 
diagonal gashes 42” deep in top of each loaf. 
Heat oven to 450°. Place a large pan of hot 
water on lower shelf. Place bread on upper 
shelf. Bake 10 minutes. Reduce heat to mod- 
erate (350°); bake 50 to 60 minutes longer. 
Makes three loaves. 


FROM PARADE S TEST KITCHEN 


SHAPE each ball of dough into a long roll. 
Taper at each end. Brush with glaze. Sprinkle 
with sesame seed. Cut diagonal gashes on top.

Is your young 
brother a pest? 


Jane Moser (15) of Albuquerque, N.M., 
writes: “When my friends come over, my 
11-year-old brother makes a pest of himself. 
He’s always around. He shows off. He brings 
up such embarrassing subjects as who likes 
who in our clique, or he repeats something 
I said at dinner the night before. How can | 
make him behave?” 

James Burgess (18 ) of Bethesda, Md., has 
been through this himself. He has an older 
brother and sister, and two younger sisters. 
He is my “panel” on this problem. He offers 
these suggestions: 

“First, you must realize that vou can't 
make him behave. Your brother, like any boy 
his age, will have to learn to be an acceptable 
person socially. You can’t force that. 

“Get your parents to help vou. Explain the 
problem to them and ask their cooperation. 
Thev could make sure vour vounger brother 


has something else planned when you are 
entertaining your friends. 

“For example, they might suggest that he 
go roller skating, or to a movie, or somewhere 
else —- depending on his interests. They 
might even arrange to have your brother in- 
vite some of his own friends in when you're 
entertaining, if you have the room. 

“To help your brother mature socially, 
your parents might arrange situations in 
which both you and your brother took part, 
with older brothers and sisters, if you have 
any, with uncles and aunts, with your par- 
ents, with friends. This should help both of 
you to get along with persons of different 
ages. And certainly your brother would learn 
what to say and what not to say among a 
varied group of guests. 

“In the meantime, it’s up to you as the 
elder to try to be a friend to your brother. If 
you can get him on your side by playing 
games with him occasionally and by taking 
an interest in his activities, he may feel less 
like badgering and embarrassing you in front 
of your own friends.”

‘Thirteen years after World War II, Hollywood has 


come around to believing (as many cynics in 1945 
predicted ) that the Germans and the Japanese weren't 
so bad after all. 

In the film The Enemy Below, Curt Jurgens plays 
a likable German U-Boat commander who matches 
the American submarine captain (Robert Mitchum) 
in skill, humanity and character. In Sayonara, Ameri- 
can military commanders are depicted as prejudiced 
barbarians who lack the decency to permit Marlon 


Brando to marry a Japanese beauty. The Young Lions . 


attempts to prove that Marlon Brando, a Nazi officer, 
is really a finer fellow than bigots in the U.S. Army 
who persecute Montgomery Clift, a Jewish GI. 

One film which is headed directly against this let’s- 
be-kind-to-our-ex-enemies trend is The Diary of Anne 
Frank, which last month started production at 20th 
Century-Fox. 

Directed by George Stevens, one of Hollywood's 
best (1 Remember Mama, Shane, A Place in the Sun, 
Giant), Diary promises to be the most memorable anti- 
Nazi, anti-prejudice film yet made. It is based on one 
of the most honest, moving and influential works of 
literature to come out of World War II — the simple, 
unforgettable diary of a 15-year-old Jewish girl who 
died in a German concentration camp, still refusing 
to believe that the world was bad.

Says Stevens, “The picture will be devoid of Nazi 
horrors. It will tell the valiant, often humorous story 
of a wonderful family hiding out in a time of great 
stress, the story of a teen-age girl's magnificent tri- 
umph over fear. Anne Frank was the kind of girl 
responsible for the survival of the human race.” 

To date The Diary of Anne Frank has been pub- 
lished in 20 languages and distributed in 95 countries, 
has sold more than 5,000,000 copies. It has been 
made into a Pulitzer Prize-winning play seen in 30 
countries by at least 3,000,000 people. In bringing 
Diary to the screen, direetor Stevens is adding nothing 
that is not in the book. His screenplay is by Albert 
Hackett and Frances Goodrich, the same man-and- 
wife team who penned the hit drama. 


Her Father Is Standing By 


Most important, to double-check his script — and 
to approve the choice of Millie Perkins, 18-year-old 
model from Passaic, N.J., in the leading role — he 
has brought Anne Frank’s father, Otto, over from 
Europe. Tall, kindly, dignified Otto Frank is not the 
type who would permit Hollywood to falsify his 
daughter’s diary for profit. “Her book is too well 
known throughout the world,” he told parnape, “for 
anyone to tamper with it.” 

Otto Frank, now 68, is the only member of his 
family who survived the tortures of German concen- 
tration camps. For two years he hid with his wife and 
two daughters, and four Jewish friends, in the “secret 
annex” of an Amsterdam warehouse attic, hoping to 
escape the Nazis. He and Anne had an abiding belief 
in the essential goodness of man. Even when the 
Germans raided their pitiful hiding place and packed 
Anne off to Auschwitz, where her mother was gassed,

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then Belsen, where she and her sister eventually died 
of typhus and typhoid, Anne Frank refused to recant 
the words she had written in her diary: “In spite of 
everything I still believe that people are really good at 
heart.” 

“Other men,” Otto Frank says, “lost whole families 
in World War II, .People they loved dearly were mur- 
dered in concentration camps. But these men have 
been able to forget the horrors and make new lives for 
themselves. They have broken away from the past. 
For me, there has been no such escape. Handling all 
the dealings from Anne’s diary day after day, getting 
letters from all over the world — for me, everything 
serves as a constant reminder of the past. 

“That's why I'll probably never chance seeing the 
movie. I've never seen a single performance of the 
play. I just couldn’t stand to sée again in real life 
what I carry all the time in my heart and mind.” 

Otto Frank was a fairly prosperous banker in Frank- 
furt, Germany, when Adolf Hitler came to power. 
Following the anti-Jewish decrees of 1933, he emi- 
grated with his wife and two daughters, Margot, 7, 
and Anne, 3, to the Netherlands. In an apartment in 
Amsterdam, the Franks began life anew. Otto set up 
a small firm called Opteka which traded in spices and 
jellies. He was liked and respected by everyone. 

Two days after her parents had given her a diary 
for her 13th birthday, Anne wrote her first entry. The 
date was June 14, 1942. By then the Germans had 
been occupying the Netherlands for two years. Otto 
Frank realized that eventually he and his family 
would have to escape or go into hiding. Atop his ware- 
house he had prepared a hiding place by converting 
storage rooms into living space. He also arranged 
with trusted employes to bring his family food and 
supplies when the time came. 


Eight Souls in Torment 


The time came in July when Anne’s older sister 
Margot was marked by the Germans for deportation. 
Che Franks promptly moved into the “secret annex.” 
Soon they were joined by Mr. Frank's partner, Mr. 
Van Daan, his wife and their son Peter, and by Dr. 
Dussell, a dentist. 

These eight people lived in their hideout for more 
than two years under terrible tension and tedium. 
They could never go out or be seen. From morning 
until night they had to maintain absolute silence. For 
company they had a cat, a radio, which they could 
play softly at night, and periodic visits from some of 
the trustworthy employes who worked below. 

In these years of hiding, Anne Frank beautifully 
and simply recorded the critical years of her ado- 
lescence. She wrote not only of the strained relations 
among eight people perpetually on the brink of dis- 
covery and death, but also of her own sensitivity and 
spirit. She wrote of her first kiss from young Peter 
Van Daan, of her falling in love. 

“Do you think,” she penned in her diary, “that 
Daddy and Mummy would approve of my sitting and 
kissing a boy on a divan — a boy of 17% and a girl 
just under 15? I don’t think they really would, but |! 
must rely on myself...” 

On August 4, 1944, the Gestapo raided — no one 
has ever learned how they found out about it — the 
“secret annex.” They demanded money and jewelry. 
When these ‘were given up, the raiders looked for 
some receptacle in which to carry their. loot. They

spied Otto Frank’s brief case. They emptied it of 
papers and notebooks. The notebooks constituted the 
diary of Anne Frank. These were kicked into a corner. 

The prisoners were hustled into cattle trucks and 
transported to Auschwitz, the German horror camp 
in southern Poland. Here, Otto Frank was separated 
from his family. Mrs. Frank was found unfit for 
heavy work and sent to the gas chamber. The Frank 
girls were shipped to the dreaded. Bergen-Belsen camp. 

One week after the Franks had been hauled away, 
Miep Gies, a typist and one of the faithful Opteka 
employes who had brought the family food, returned 
fo the annex. She found the papers and notebooks the 
Gestapo had left scattered on the floor. She opened a 
notebook and recognized Anne’s handwriting. She de- 
cided to save the diary. 

In Belsen, though she was by then a shaven-headed, 
fever-racked, near-skeleton of 70 pounds, Anne Frank 
refused to lose hope. One evening she learned that 
Lies Goosens, her best friend in Amsterdam, was liv- 
ing in the next compound. That night Anne Frank 
struggled to the fence. Both girls cried at the reunion. 
Anne apologized because her sister couldn't make it 
to the fence. “Margot,” she explained, “is dying of 
typhus. We're all dying of starvation. Can you pos- 
sibly spare a little food?” 

The following night Lies managed to pass her some 
scraps of food. But then Lies contracted pneumonia, 
and Anne’s compound was moved farther across the 
road. It was the last time the girls saw each other. 

A month later Anne Frank followed her sister 
Margot in death. It was March, 1945, two months 
before the liberation of Holland. 


The Only Survivor 


Otto Frank, sick in the camp infirmary at Ausch- 
witz, was rescued by the Russians on January 27, 
1945, and shipped east to await the end of hostilities. 
Repatriated that summer, he returned to Amsterdam 
to search for his wife and daughters. A friend told him 
all had died. Miep Gies then gave him Anne’s diary. 

Reading it, Otto Frank broke down with grief. He 
copied the diary for his mother in Switzerland. Then 
an article about it was published in a Dutch news- 
paper. Says Mr. Frank: “Friends told me the whole 
diary should be published. I submitted it to two Dutch 
publishers, but they turned it down. A third in Am- 
sterdam accepted it. The book came out in 1947.” 

The Dutch title was Het Achterhuis, which means 
The House Behind. The book started slowly but was 
fanned to selling heat by word-of-mouth. In Holland

people wouldn’t stop talking about it. A French pub- 
lisher brought it out in 1950 as Le Journal de Anne 
Frank. Germany published it in the same year. In 
1952, Doubleday printed the U.S. version: Anne 
Frank, The Diary of a Young Girl. 

As the book gained circulation, Otto Frank began 
to receive thousands of letters. Wrote a girl from 
Japan, “Since you have lost all your family and my 
parents have many children, I wonder if you would 
let me give myself to you as another daughter.” Wrote 
a boy from Germany, “I am ashamed of the world my 
father made. I swear to you we Germans will never 
let anything like that happen again.” 


A Dramatic Bombshell 


The book became such an enterprise that Otto 
Frank retired from business to devote all his time to 
his daughter's diary. He moved to Basle, Switzerland, 
where in 1953 he married Mrs. Fritzi Guedringer of 
Amsterdam, whose son and husband also had died in 
concentration camps. 

In 1956 the play was produced on Broadway. Soon 
it was touring Europe. When it opened in Germany, 
local producers wondered how it would be received 
by audiences filled with former Nazis. The reactions 
in 60 German cities were the same: guilt, shame, 
silence, remorse. 

Wrote a Munich critic, “This play has done more 
to reveal the senseless crimes of the Nazi regime than 
all the combined propaganda foisted on the German 
nation.” Said another in Hamburg, “The Diary of 
Aane Frank serves as penance for Germany. Watching 
the play, every German must condemn himself for 
the part, active or inactive, he played in letting the 
Hitler criminals come to power.” Last year more than 
2,000 German youngsters trekked to Bergen-Belsen to 
place flowers on the mass grave that contains the body 
of Anne Frank. 

From the book and play royalties and the proceeds 
of the movie sale, Otto Frank has started an Anne 
Frank Foundation, dedicated to friendship and under- 
standing among the young people of the world. Its 
headquarters will be located at 263 Prinsengracht, the 
house in Amsterdam overlooking the canal where 
Anne stayed in hiding and penned what has become 
the most famous diary of modern times. 

‘The motion-picture version of The Diary of Anne 
Frank, which 20th Century-Fox hopes to release later 
in the year, will bring Anne’s message of hope, op- 
timism and tolerance to an even wider audience sadly 
and surely in need of it. .

A California baseball program gives 
kids all fun, no tears, because...

LONG BEACH, CALIF. 
The 11-year-old boy crouched at the plate, bat cocked. 
“Hit it out of the park,” his mother shrilled from the 
stands. “Show that bum pitcher what you can do.” 

The boy swung and dribbled a grounder. He trotted 
back to the dugout, his head down, ashamed to look 
up at his mother’s disappointed face. 

Such scenes — that one actually took place here a 
few years ago— will be repeated in kids’-league 
games this summer across the nation. For, sad to say, 
parents often get more excited during such games than 
the kids who are playing, according to Little League 
psychologists. The pulse rates of some parents, they 
found, zoomed 100 per cent during tense moments 
in a game, the childrens’ only 30 per cent. 

An excited parent can be a dangerous parent, some 
child doctors have warned (PaRApE, Oct. 7, 1956). 
The mother who begs her Johnny to hit a homer, says 
respected pediatrician Dr. George Maksim, “can give 
Johnny the feeling that failure will make his parents 
love him less.” 


Bugaboo: the Parents 


A unique baseball program here, however, is prov- 
ing that children can play ball under the organizing 
eye of adults ‘without flinching. It is called the Kid 
Baseball Association of Long Beach. Its sponsors have 
erased some of the most-criticized parts of small-fry 
baseball: the traveling to big tournaments, the pres

kids range from 9 through 16 and play in four separ- 
ate divisions, according to age. But no matter what 
the boys’ ages, we've had trouble with parents who 
haven't grown up.” Items: 

e¢ The mother who shrilled for homers. Told she'd be 
barred from games if she continued, she left in a huff. 
Later in the season, though, she returned, admitted 
she'd been wrong. 

e A father who demanded his son be switched to a 
winning team. The KBA refused, politely pointing 
out that the father could hurt the boy by pressuring 
him into a shift he did not want to make. 

¢ A mother who screamed invective when umpires 
called strikes against her son. Also told she'd be barred 
if she continued, she quickly shut up. 

¢ A father who yelled at his son to “throw the curve,” 
a pitch he'd taught the boy. At a parent-coach meet- 
ing (nearly all the 102 KBA teams regularly hold such 
meetings ), he was shown letters from doctors, advis- 
ing against the throwing of the curve by young arms. 
He agreed he’d been wrong. 

To nip trouble before it starts, the KBA encour- 
ages each team to stage at least one outing a year, 
where coaches and parents get to know each other 
hetter, square away differences. “What parent can stay 
angry at a coach,” says a KBA official, “when he's 
stretched on the grass after a tasty weenie roast?” 

To nip trouble when it starts, the KBA stations an 
official in the stands for each game. If a parent rants 
at a coach or umpire, he’s first talked to quietly. If he 
gets louder, the game may be stopped and the umpire 
and coaches called on for help. 

After calming down parents, the KBA has turned 
to the players themselves in its safe-and-sane approach 
to kids’ baseball. “Like other baseball programs,” says 
Gastwirth, “we once had all-star games between the 
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wn, a KBA runner looks for a way out. After games, teams 
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best boys. But there was so much unhappiness — un- 
happy kids who hadn't been picked, unhappy kids 
who'd lost, parents unhappy about everything — that 
we substituted an annual jamboree.” 

On one Saturday each year, all the teams gather 
for the jamboree. Each team plays a three-inning 
game, with every player participating —- but no win- 
ner is declared. Instead each team’s score is put into 
its league “pot.” After the final game on Sunday, the 
winning league is announced. Result: Everyone has 
played, no one's pride has been hurt, yet there's been 
sharp competition and mounting suspense. 


Bigger Boys, Bigger Diamonds 


“We do compete for league champions,” says Gast- 
wirth, “but for the younger boys, there’s no big to-do 
about it. Kids in the midget division, from 9 through 
11, play five-inning games, but only three count in 
the scoring. The other two are played by boys who'd 
normally be left on the bench.” 

Playing on a larger diamond, boys 12 and 13 play 
for division championships — but within Long Beach. 
No KBA team has ever traveled outside the city. From 
14 through 16 the boys play on a regular diamond, 
finish the season with an exciting “grudge series.” 

Does this gradual build-up — only allowing the 
boys to play in a tension-packed “series” at 14 instead 
of 12 — hinder baseball talent? The KBA points to 
its graduates. One, Ron Fairly, became an American 
Legion “player of the year.” And two others, Mark 
Hopkins and Jim Pagliaroni (who got a $50,000 
bonus ) were signed by the big-league Boston Red Sox. 

“We're more interested in building character than 
championships,” says Gastwirth, “yet I think we've 
shown that baseball programs for kids can do both. 
Like everything else, it’s up to the parents.” b
